Organization of Journal: 
Resources in Education is made up of resumes and indexes. The resumes provide 
descriptions of each document and abstracts of their content. Resumes appear in a “Document 
Section” and are numbered sequentially by an accession number beginning with a prefix ED 
(ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an “Index Section” and provide access to the Resumes 
by Subject, Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type.

Document Reproduction Service (EDRS), in both microfiche (MF) and paper copy (PC), or 
microfiche only.

database prior to publication of the printed journal 

and therefore is lacking the cover and other regular 
introductory and advertising matter contained in the 
printed journal. The COM edition contains all five 
of the indexes in the printed edition. The first acces- 
sion in each issue of RIE is the issue itself. In this 
way, the monthly microfiche collection for each 
issue is immediately preceded by a microfiche 
index to that collection. This practice began with 
the RIE issue for May 1979.

The International Council for Adult Education 

(ICAE) was founded in 1973 to strengthen the work 

of nongovernmental organizations and adult educa- 

tors in advancing adult education throughout the 
world. In 1995, the ICAE engaged in a strategic 
planning process that resulted in the formation of 
the Gender Education Office (GEO). The GEO was 
charged with the responsibility of developing a set 
of core indicators to measure governments’ political 
will in relation to implementing programs to 
improve the adult educational opportunities avail- 
able to women and outcomes achieved by women in 
adult education programs. Those indicators were 
used to study the situation of women in Kenya, 

South Africa, Zambia, and Zimbabwe. The separate 

studies conducted in each country revealed a num- 

ber of challenges faced by women throughout 

Africa, including the following: continuing under- 

development; high rates of illiteracy; lack of access 

to education and training; increasing inequality 

because of religious and cultural traditions and a 

global rise in fundamentalism; and lack of women 

in leadership to articulate women's interests. Strate- 
gies recommended for improving the situation of 

African women included broadening the scope of 

adult education to adult learning and linking local, 

regional, and global strategies to improve women's 
access to adult education.

The literature on issues of the reliability and 

validity of objective and performance assessments 

in vocational education and training was reviewed 
and synthesized to develop guidelines for proce- 
dures to enhance reliability and validity. The review 
established the following facts: (1) validity is deter- 
mined largely through inferences made by both the 
task developers and users; (2) the assessor's inten- 
tion is an essential component of validity; (3) 


although “authenticity” provides evidence of the 
face validity of workplace assessments, additional 
evidence of content, criterion, construct, and conse- 
quential validity is needed before assessments can 
be called valid; and (4) an assessment's reliability is 
an estimate of the measurement task’s accuracy or 
precision as a measurement instrument. The method 
of gathering evidence and characteristics of the can- 
didate were identified as common sources of error 
associated with both objective and performance 
assessment. The following additional sources of 
error were associated with performance assess- 
ment: characteristics of the assessor; context of the 
assessment, and range and complexity of the 
task(s). It was concluded that each of these sources 
of error must be controlled throughout the assess- 
ment and that establishing clear task specifications 
(including evidence to be collected and decision- 
making rules) will increase reliability. (Contains 60 
references.)

The contribution of competency-based training 

(CBT) to the development of an adaptable and flexi- 
ble workforce was examined by analyzing docu- 
ments and gathering data from teachers, industry 
representatives, enterprises, and students in metro- 
politan and nonmetropolitan sites in two Australian 
states: Victoria and Queensland. The study focused 
on CBT's educational worth in the metals and hos- 
pitality industries and its influence on educational 
practice. The degree to which CBT itself can be 
identified as contributing to development of an 
adaptable, flexible workforce was concluded to be 
problematic and less significant than the contribu- 
tions of the broader vocational education and train- 
ing reform movement and the instructional and 
curriculum practices that existed before CBT's 
introduction. Antagonism between CBT and the 
development of adaptability and flexibility was dis- 
covered and attributed to CBT's focus on outcomes 
rather than process. A series of recommendations 
for boosting CBT's contribution to development of 
an adaptable, flexible workforce by modifying 
existing curricula, assessment, and teaching prac- 
tice were offered. The recommendations related to 
curriculum focused on intents, content, and the 
quality of learning experiences. The recommenda- 
tions regarding assessment addressed validity, reli- 
ability, and incentives for learning. The 
recommendations regarding teachers’ practice 
emphasized broadening and deepening teachers’ 
knowledge. (MN) 
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The participation of Australia’s indigenous peo- 
ples in vocational education and training (VET) and 
the outcomes of their participation were examined 
in a national study that involved four major data 
collection activities: investigation of statistics in 
the national VET collection and results of the Grad- 
uate Destination Survey; review of literature on per- 
formance indicators and determination of outcomes 
in VET; review of literature on factors contributing 
to indigenous students’ success; and field studies 
that entailed interviewing managers, teachers, stu- 
dents, and others at 16 Technical and Further Edu- 
cation (TAFE) institutions. The study established 
that inequality between indigenous peoples and 
other Australians in access to and participation in 
VET has been eliminated. All TAFE institutes sur- 
veyed have embraced national and state/territory- 
level policies, and plans to improve indigenous 
VET and most TAFE institutions have established 
special indigenous organization structures; how- 
ever, the areas of monitoring indigenous students’ 
performance across institute programs and develop- 
ing strategies to improve the outcomes students 
achieve or reduce students’ rates of attrition have 
received relatively little attention. (The report con- 
tains 15 references and 61 tables/figures.

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A study examined the outcomes attained by 389 
indigenous students who completed programs at the 
4 largest Aboriginal community-controlled adult 
education colleges in the 9-member Federation of 
Independent Aboriginal Education Providers 
(FIAEP). The survey, which elicited a 57% 
response rate, established that, although a very 
large percentage of the students surveyed had the 
most severely disadvantaged backgrounds, their 
educational outcomes were higher than the out- 
comes attained by indigenous peoples in the voca- 
tional education and training (VET) sector overall 
The students’ employment rate rose from less than 
20% before completion of their course to 36% after- 
ward, and an additional 13% of students obtained 
new paid employment or self-employment after 
completion of their course. Of the students sur- 
veyed, approximately one-third continued their 
study within the sector after completing their 
course, another 24% undertook further education 
and training elsewhere, 21% credited their educa- 
tional experience with helping them sort out their 
lives, and more than 36% credited their course with 
increasing their confidence.

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The impact of competency-based training 

(CBT)on the role and responsibilities of instructors 

across Australia's vocational education and train- 

ing (VET) sector was examined. The study focused 
on the following: quality and nature of CBT instruc- 
tion throughout Australia; ways VET instructors 
have adapted their practice to accommodate CBT; 
and staff development issues present in CBT. The 
main data collection activities were as follows: 
nationwide survey of a sample of 726 VET instruc- 
tors (response rate, 23%); detailed investigation of 

6 VET providers using CBT; and 2 focus groups 

with staff development personnel and new instruc- 

tors. CBT appeared to be well understood by 
instructors across the VET sector, and in most 
cases, acceptance of CBT was moderately high 

Practitioners were more satisfied with their level of 

understanding of CBT than with aspects of their 

practice in CBT such as assessment on demand and 
prior learning. Staff development needs relating to 

CBT were not consistent across provider type or 
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industry area. Staff development that met instruc- 
tors’ immediate needs and concerns was considered 
valuable in the early stages of implementation of 
CBT.

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The contribution of competency-based training 

(CBT) to Australia's vocational education and train- 
ing (VET) sector was examined through three data 
collection activities: review of Australian and inter- 
national literature on VET and CBT; telephone sur- 
vey of a sample of training managers of 195 
companies across Australia; and 8 intensive case 
studies of competency-based VET programs 
throughout Australia. According to the literature 
review, the contribution of CBT to outcomes in 
VET is strongly related to the following: how com- 
petency is conceived; flexibility in the development 
and use of national competency standards; and pro- 
cesses and structures of training provision. The 
national telephone survey indicated that CBT's suc-

The evaluation included three data collection activi- 
ties: a survey of 258 teachers, trainers, and asses- 
sors (response rate, 43%); a survey of 68 Industry 
Training Advisory Board members (response rate, 
89%); and case studies of 45 sites in 3 industry sec- 
tors. The evaluation focused on the extent to which 
CBA is meeting users’ needs, the resources being 
used for CBA, and the perceived outcomes and ben- 
efits of CBA. Although the study participants were 
generally satisfied with CBA, they expressed con- 
cern over certain aspects of CBA that need improve- 
ment.

The effectiveness of initial vocational education 

and training (VET) and support services in prepar- 

ing early school leavers in Australia to negotiate an 
effective transition from school to adult roles was 
examined in a study that focused on two areas of the 

Central Coast of New South Wales. The following 

three data collection activities were used: literature 

review; assessment of recent commonwealth and 
state VET policies from a social policy perspective; 


and interviews with 40 early school leavers and 
samples of local providers of VET and social ser- 
vices and local businesses and employers. Two 
groups of early leavers were identified: “positive 
leavers,” who are generally able to make the transi- 
tion on their own, and “negative leavers,’ who 
require extensive assistance from school, parents, 
service providers, and/or VET. The overriding con- 
clusion from the literature review and interviews 
was that integration of services to assist early 
school leavers in making the transition to work and 
adult life must be improved. (The report contains 52 
references and 23 tables/figures.

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Recent research on Australia's vocational educa- 

tion and training (VET) system and women in small

restructuring, the changing nature of work, the 

growth of small business); small business and VET 
in the Australian context; and gender and equity 
issues for women in small businesses and VET. 

Among the review's main conclusions were the fol- 

lowing: (1) conflict exists between current Austra- 

lian policies on VET and policies on employment; 

(2) for women, learning “on the job” is still result- 

ing in nonrecognized and nonaccredited learning 

despite the current climate of high affirmation of 
credentials; and (3) as Australia’s VET system 
moves to a fully marketed model, issues related to 
gender and equity are becoming more pronounced, 
and the lack of congruence between the needs and 
everyday realities of women in small business is 
widening.

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The provision of vocational education and train- 
ing (VET) delivered by Australia’s adult and com- 
munity education (ACE) sector was examined to 
identify the strengths the ACE sector brings to VET 
provision and challenges faced by the ACE sector in 
providing VET programs. Data were collected 
through the following four activities: (1) a literature 
review; (2) focus group discussions with 255 learn- 
ers studying in ACE or technical and further educa- 
tion (TAFE) contexts; (3) questionnaires completed 
by 656 learners studying in ACE or TAFE contexts 
and 42 providers; and (4) interviews with ACE sec- 
tor representatives. The evidence demonstrated that 
education and training provision within the ACE 
sector has distinctive qualities that are not com- 
monly found in other VET or TAFE providers. ACE 
used a holistic approach to help learners link learn- 
ing, work, and social activity in a way that encour- 
ages lifelong learning. VET delivered through ACE 
proved especially valuable to women and disadvan- 
taged persons. Important bridges between the ACE, 
VET, and TAFE sectors were identified that must be 
supported with adequate funding. (The report con- 
tains 29 references and 22 figures/tables.

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Records from the quarterly collection of data on 

Australia’s apprentices and trainees were matched 

with the annual data from vocational education and 

training providers (VET). The results provide infor- 
mation on the courses and modules undertaken as 
part of off-the-job training of apprentices and train- 
ees who had a contract of training with an employer 
during 1997 and studied a Technical and Further 

Education (TAFE) course. These are the findings on 

course enrollment: they enrolled in an average of 

1.2 courses, similar to that for all vocational educa- 

tion and training (VET) students; Australian Quali-

fication Framework (AQF) level 3 or equivalent 
courses comprised the largest individual proportion 
of AQF course enrollments with 63.6 percent; male 
apprentices and trainees comprised 75.3 percent of 
all AQF and equivalent course enrollments; 49.3 
percent enrolled in AQF and equivalent courses 
were aged 15-19; and major fields of study were 
engineering and surveying (37.1 percent), services, 
hospitality, and transportation (16.8), and architec- 
ture and building (15.6). These are the findings on 
module enrollment: they enrolled in an average of 
11 modules, significantly more than the 6.7 for the 
general VET student population; they undertook an 
average of 298 hours of study; 65.6 percent under- 
took 200-540 hours of training, in contrast to 25.8 
percent for all VET students; the major areas of 
learning were engineering and processing (30.1 
percent), administration, business, economics, and 
law (13.4), built environment (12.4), and hospital- 
ity, tourism, and personal services (12.2); and 64.9 
percent of module enrollments resulted in a suc- 
cessful module completion.

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A study provided information about trends in 

Australian apprenticeships and traineeships from 
1995-98. The number of vocational education and 
training (VET) commencements grew strongly 
from 64,470 to 133,750; the number in training 
grew from 144,990 to 206,370; and the number of 
completions grew from 31,560 to 52,070. Although 
the proportion of younger people in commence- 
ments and numbers in training decreased, the par- 
ticipation rate for all age groups increased. All 
major occupational categories experienced growth 
in commencements, completions, and numbers in 
training, although the rate of growth varied consid- 
erably between the various occupational categories, 
causing a shift in proportional distributions. Com- 
mencements and numbers in training comprised a 
strongly and steadily increasing proportion of 
females. Although the number of commencements 
for each age cohort grew for each year, the growth 
was clearly more marked for the older age cohorts 
All main categories of employer type, except the 
Commonwealth Government, showed _ strong 
growth in the number of apprentices and trainees 
employed by them.

Analysis of the vocational education and training 

(VET) sector in Australia shows that almost 1.54 

million students undertook training in the publicly- 

funded VET sector; 51.5 percent were males and 

48.5 percent were females; since 1997, total annual 

hours of training increased by 10.6 million to 312.8 

million hours; and 4 fields of study accounted for 

most training activity: business, administration, and 
economics; engineering and surveying; multi-field 
education; and services, hospitality, and transporta- 
tion. In the total number of enrollments in VET sub- 
jects exceeded 10 million for the first time, and the 

5 most popular areas of learning were administra- 

tion, business, economics, and law; engineering and 

processing; mathematics and computing; hospital- 
ity, tourism, and personal services; and humanities. 

More than 70 percent of VET students successfully 

completed | or more subjects. Qualifications classi- 

fied under the Australian Qualification Framework 
accounted for more than half of qualifications 
issued. The majority of training was funded from 
recurrent state and territory allocations for VET and 

Commonwealth funds. Technical and Further Edu- 

cation (TAFE) and other government providers 

accounted for 75 percent of VET students; commu- 
nity providers for 15.2 percent; and other registered 

providers for 9.8 percent. (A final section provides a 

page of key facts and figures for each state and Ter- 

ritory, technical and explanatory notes are 
appended.)

A national survey obtained information from stu- 
dents who undertook vocational education and 
training (VET) during 1998 at a Technical and Fur- 
ther Education (TAFE) institute in Australia. Data 
came from graduates (students who completed their 
course and graduated with a qualification from a 
course) and module completers (students who suc- 
cessfully completed part, but not all, of the training 
necessary to complete a full qualification). Findings 
indicated the following: 87.7 percent of TAFE grad- 
uates were employed or in further study after their 
course; 72.8 percent of TAFE graduates were 
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employed after their training; 67.5 percent of TAFE 
module completers were employed after their train- 
ing; 61.8 percent of graduates and 61.7 percent of 
module completers rated the overall quality of their 
TAFE training as 8 or more on a 10-point scale 
ranging from “poor” to “excellent”; 47.4 percent of 
TAFE graduates and 40 percent of TAFE module 
completers who were unemployed before their 
training found work after their training; and 23.2 of 
employed TAFE graduates and 10.6 percent of 
employed TAFE module completers moved to a 
higher skilled occupation after their training. Other 
findings were as follows: graduates were more 
likely to undertake their training for vocational or 
job-related reasons than module completers; mod- 
ule completers indicated “employment/gained what 
I wanted from training” was the main reason for not 
continuing TAFE training; and “personal reasons” 
was the next most important largest reason. (YLB)

A 3-year research project focused on whether 

sufficient numbers of employers could be recruited 
to create a national school-to-work system with a 
substantial work-based learning component as 
called for by the 1994 School-to-Work Opportuni- 
ties Act. Research methods were as follows: case 
studies of 12 work-based learning programs at 9 
sites located in both urban and rural areas; a survey 
of employers participating in 5 programs; and a sur- 
vey of a comparison group of nonparticipating 
employers in those same labor markets. With regard 
to employers’ motivations for participating in the 
program, employers who responded to the survey 
tended to characterize their involvement in philan- 
thropic terms. In face-to-face interviews, employers 
cited multiple reasons—philanthropic, self-inter- 
ested, and collective—for their involvement. Large 
firms and those with human resources practices 
generally considered to be “high performance” 
were more likely to participate. Three measures 
assessed the quality of work-based learning: type of 
occupation interns were placed in; presence or 
absence of particular program characteristics; and 
amount of internship time spent learning. Paid 
placements and those in which the firms intended to 
hire the interns permanently rated better on quality 
measures. Public and nonprofit organizations 
offered higher quality internships on some mea- 
sures. Firms that engaged in high-performance 
workplace practices also provided higher-quality 
internships. (Contains 25 references.) (YLB) 
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A study identified different educational and 

working paths that workers take, asked which paid 

off for long-term wage growth and career develop- 
ment, and tested whether educational pathways 
helped explain more of the variability in wage out- 
comes. It compared long-term wage growth for two 
cohorts of young white men: the original cohort that 
entered the labor force in the late 1960s at the end of 
the post-World War If economic boom and the 
recent cohort that entered in the early 1980s after 
the onset of economic restructuring. Long-term 
wage growth between the ages 16-36 declined and 
became significantly more unequal for the recent 
cohort. The rising demand for education and skill in 
the new labor market apparently benefitted only 
those with four-year college degrees. Rising ine- 
quality in wage growth was found in all education 
groups. Working while enrolled and interrupting 
and returning to school were the dominant path- 
ways to educational attainment. A second set of 
analyses focused on the recent cohort. Multiple 
regressions showed educational pathways had a 
strong effect on long-term wage growth: working 
while enrolled had a positive impact and interrupted 
schooling had a negative one. Career choices about 
industry and occupation mattered. Taking an aca- 
demic track in high school paid off for workers who 
get some college credit or enter occupations requir- 
ing cognitive skill. Applied and practical fields of 
study offered the most long-term wage growth to 
college graduates.

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Education reform in the 1980s and 1990s 
emerged from a preoccupation with productivity 
and economic performance. In the 1980s, the coun- 
try’s education system was blamed for slowing pro- 
ductivity growth and weakening international 
competitiveness. By the end of the 1990s, the eco- 
nomic context had changed dramatically; unem- 
ployment rates were at historical lows, stock prices 
remained high, and impressive developments asso- 
ciated with computers and the Internet seemed only 
to scratch the surface of the potential in that sector. 
Sull, in education, the United States is implement- 
ing a reform agenda that was developed in one eco- 


nomic context and, according to its advocates, was 
designed to solve a particular set of economic prob- 
lems. The changing international comparisons dur- 
ing this period have a negative influence on those 
aspects of the education reform agenda that were 
most closely tied to employers and the workplace— 
employer participation, work-based learning, and 
systems of specifically focused skill standards. 
There is little evidence to evaluate the relationship 
between education and economic performance after 
20 years of education reform explicitly designed to 
improve that performance. Although research sug- 
gests that more education improves national eco- 
nomic growth and_ increases economic 
performance, exactly which skills are most impor- 
tant and how they should be taught is not apparent. 
New research should be aimed at specific work- 
places and classrooms and at the determinants of 
individual career progression in order to develop an 
understanding of the education and skill needs of 
the economy.

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The 1990 Perkins Amendments and the 1994 

School-to-Work Opportunities Act encouraged 

high schools and community colleges to combine 

academic with vocational curriculum in a program 
that includes work-related applications and creates 
clearer pathways from secondary to postsecondary 
education. To ensure the readiness of educators, 
institutions that prepare teachers must reshape their 
programs. Three programs were redesigned in 
response to this need. Two programs are those that 
prepare high school teachers at the University of 

California, Berkeley, and at Virginia Polytechnic 

Institute and State University. The third program is 

a teacher education program for community col- 

lege instructors at the University of Illinois at 

Urbana-Champaign. The three initiatives seem to 

align with contemporary views of organizational 

renewal—collaborative reflection, culture of 
inquiry, and individual and organizational renewal. 

Based on study of these three programs, the follow- 

ing recommendations were made: (1) expect and 

plan for a large, complex reform process; (2) orga- 
nize for change in the long term; (3) involve stake- 

holders as collaborating, contributing partners; (4) 

establish stakeholder ownership in the reform; (5) 

provide stakeholders with opportunities to engage 

in inquiry; and (6) employ team building processes 
throughout the reform process. (Contains 24 refer- 
ences.) (KC) 
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A study empirically examined a high school 

career academy's influence on entrance into, route 

through, and outcomes upon exiting a four-year 
comprehensive, urban university in California. Data 
are drawn from applicant and student records for all 
students coming from a single high school district 
that has a strong career academy program. Findings 
suggest that students from career academies have 
higher academic achievement upon leaving high 
school, less need for remediation in English at the 
university, and increased graduation rates from the 
university than students who are not from acade- 
mies. Unfortunately for students from this district, 
the high rates of remediation and the low rates of 
graduation suggest that the impact of the career 
academy may not be enough to ensure success in 
postsecondary education. About 70 percent of the 
applicants from the district need some type of reme- 
diation, and about 45 percent need remediation in 
both mathematics and English. Only about half of 
those who enroll in the university actually graduate. 

Unless high school school-to-work programs dra- 

matically improve these percentages for students 

from inner-city schools, students will continue to 
struggle at the university level and beyond. (Con- 
tains 16 references.) (KC) 
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A study used new data from the National Longi- 

tudinal Study of Youth 1997 to compare students in 

combined academic and vocational programs with 
high school students in other curricular categories 
in 1997 and to compare the 1997 patterns with those 
of earlier surveys. Previous studies have found that 
the proportion of high school students participating 
in vocational course sequences has declined during 
the 1980s and early 1990s, and vocational students 
have increasingly represented a low-achieving seg- 
ment of the student population. To counter these 
tendencies, public and private initiatives have pro- 
moted new forms of high school vocational educa- 
tion that include academic studies and lead to 
postsecondary education. Data from the 1997 sur- 
vey showed that students in a combined program 
were more similar to the overall student population 
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in socioeconomic composition, though there was a 
relatively large proportion of females. Compared to 
vocational students, those in the combined program 
also expressed more confidence about completing 
high school and reported fewer absences. The new 
data showed that the number of students in com- 
bined programs continued to increase and that the 
combined programs have moved career and techni- 
cal education toward the mainstream of the high 
school curriculum and involved a broader spectrum 
of students.

Consideration of three specific aspects of the 

Austrian situation is helpful in understanding fund- 

ing of the vocational education system: Austria's

The goal of emancipatory learning is to free 
learners from the forces that limit their options and 
control their lives and to move them to act for social 
and political change. Although emancipatory learn- 
ing is commonly associated with adulthood, not all 
adult education fosters it, and not all adult educa- 
tors align themselves with perspectives that lead to 
emancipatory learning. Fostering emancipatory 
learning may bring adult educators in conflict with 
some prevailing beliefs about adult education, 
including the educational philosophy of andragogy. 
Among the theories from which adult educators 
draw to develop pedagogical practices that foster 
emancipatory learning are critical theory, feminist 
pedagogy, and poststructuralist theories. Critical 
examinations of practices underlying emancipatory 
learning have revealed that they do not always have 
the desired effect and that relationships between 
and among adult educators and students are not 
straightforward. The term “empowerment” is 
another issue related to emancipatory learning. 
Although empowerment can occur as part of eman- 
cipatory learning, it does so within the context of 
social and political transformation. Because of 
emancipatory learning’s emphasis on social change, 
some have proposed that it is a collective activity.

Foundation skills are the “new 
basics” for every work environment. Bridging skills 
include communication, resource allocation, man- 
agement skills, and a level of technological profi- 
ciency that enables workers to use foundation skills 
effectively. Focus skills are those specifically 
required to engage in an agile business environ- 
ment. A 1998 Gallup survey of business leaders, 
students, parents, and teachers reports all four 
groups rated the sets of skills extremely important.

Technology education in Taiwan, presently 
called living technology (LT), is a new area that has 
evolved from handicraft, industrial arts, and other 
areas.

The Personal Learning Planning (PLP) model 
focuses on the needs and ongoing development of 
the individual, links career guidance to the learning 
process, and !:nks learning to work. It identifies 
ways in which the Careers Service (CS) in Britain 
can work in partnership with other professionals 
and provides consistent and continuing support for 
the individual's career development on a lifelong 
basis. Individuals need to be encouraged to engage 
in a regular process of reviewing, recording, and 
planning in relation to their learning and work 
throughout their lives with the progress file as the 
reference point. Foundations for the process should 
be laid in schools and individuals encouraged to 
manage the process themselves with access to 
ongoing support. A key worker should be responsi- 
ble to provide support, including access to special- 
ist guidance for those who need it. Guidance 
provision should be available at three levels: core 
service for all; filtered service for those who need 
specialist help; and intensive service for those in 
particular need of ongoing specialist help. CS's role 
is to secure the agreement of the partner organiza- 
tion/professionals to support the model; offer key 
worker training and support; and provide core, fil- 
tered, and intensive services.

Sloyd (craft and design) education in Swedish 
comprehensive high schools was examined in a 
national evaluation. During the first phase of the 
evaluation, questionnaires were completed by 1,314 
grade 9 students and 101 teachers. For a 10-week 
period, 200 of those students and their teachers kept 
diaries describing their work in craft and design. In 
addition, 182 of the 200 students completed a sec- 
ond questionnaire that asked them to summarize 
their sloyd activities, share their views on craft and 
design, and discuss what their craft and design work 
taught them. As in the national survey, the students 
who kept diaries and responded to the second ques- 
tionnaire acknowledged feeling engagement and 
joy in craft and design activities where they were 
given the opportunity to use their creativity. They 
perceived the knowledge gained during craft and 
design activities as useful to their personal develop- 
ment and their readiness to act in the future. The 
craft and design experience proved most effective 
when students had a real influence on the entire 
activity, from the idea and planning stages to valua- 
tion of their work. Students emphasized the impor- 
tance of teachers being open to students’ thoughts.

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The demand for workers with entrepreneurial 

skills is increasingly driving innovation in the edu- 
cation system, both at the K-12 and postsecondary 
levels. A growing number of education groups are 
augmenting the training programs currently offered 
in high schools by teaching entrepreneurial skills. 
The National Foundation for Teaching Entrepre- 
neurship (NFTE) is one such organization. Since 
1998, the NFTE has taught the basics of starting and 
running small businesses to 30,000 mostly low- 
income students worldwide. More than 90% of 
graduates credit NFTE programs with improving 
their communication with their families, teachers, 
and peers, and more than 70% are planning on or 
already pursuing postsecondary education. Rural 
Entrepreneurship through Action Learning (REAL) 
is another organization devoted to training young 
entrepreneurs. Each year, REAL provides hands-on 
instruction to more than 4,000 students nationwide 
at more than 400 high schools, community or tech- 
nical colleges, universities, elementary and middle 
schools, and community organizations. In a recent 
study at North Carolina's Edgecombe Community 
College, 92% of businesses launched by REAL stu- 
dents were still operating after 5 years. These and 
other entrepreneurship activities are building stu- 
dents’ business savvy and understanding of impor- 
tant business-related concepts, such as return on 
investment and the stock market. (MN)

Despite its high unemployment level, Germany is 
experiencing a shortage of specialists and manag- 
ers. Germany's need for highly qualified informa- 
tion technology (IT) workers and engineers is 
particularly great. Approximately 10,000 posts for 
computer scientists and IT specialists remained 
vacant in 1998. Because of the shortage of such spe- 
cialists, “side door” entrants who have studied 
related disciplines such as engineering and natural 
sciences and have some knowledge of computer sci- 
ence now also have good chances of a job in the IT 
sector. A total of 13,000 new jobs were reported in 
Germany's social care sector in 1998. Almost all of 
Germany's industrial branches are urgently seeking 
engineers. The job prospects for economists are 
questionable unless graduates can show that they 
have also completed a business training course. The 
job prospects for lawyers and legal advisers with 
first-class degrees are irmproving, and 2,600 more 
teachers were hired in 1998-1999 than in the previ- 
ous school year. Employment opportunities for 
German mathematicians, physicists, chemists, and 
biologists have also improved considerably. Posi- 
tions for language and culture scholars also 
increased. Individuals with the prerequisites for 
positions in the IT and engineering sectors should 
be able to secure jobs on the spot. (MN) 
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Since 1998 a consortium of six educational and 

community institutions in Australia have created a 

pathway into tertiary education for those not served 

by existing paths. The new path results in a Diploma 

of Further Education. The program is based on a 

philosophy of lifelong learning, including a founda- 

tion of eight lifelong learning goals. Curriculum has 
been developed to enable learners to work toward 
these educational goals through a learning experi- 
ence based on recognizing and encompassing the 
multiplicity and connectedness of learning. Learn- 
ers who do not complete all modules for the 
diploma may attain a Certificate IV of Further Edu- 
cation. The program is aimed at learners who return 
to adult community and further education (ACFE) 

but who lack the confidence to move on to study at a 

higher level through previously existing pathways. 

The program contains four core modules that stu- 

dents must take; they also must develop a portfolio 

of their learning experiences. The program also fea- 
tures learning mentors, who advise, guide, and 
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befriend the students. An information packet, a cur- 
riculum framework, a learning mentor manual, and 
guidelines for conducting the program have been 
developed. Six pilot programs have been imple- 
mented. Approximately 17 students have been 
through the pilot, and all those who wanted to do so 
have applied to further education institutions or uni- 
versities.

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The Adult Numeracy and Mathematics On-Line 

(ANAMOL) project investigated the use of online 

technology as a medium for professional discus- 

sion, networking, and collaboration among a small 
group of isolated adult numeracy practitioners in 

Australia. After investigation of several methods of 

online communication, freeware was selected 

because, in most educational organizations, the use 
of online systems is complicated by conditions and 
limitations related to official enrollment or registra- 
tion of all users. Using freeware packages had par- 
ticular advantages, such as no cost, ease of use, and 
independence from outside organizations and peo- 
ple. The two packages selected were “People-Link” 
and “Discus”; this software was supplemented with 
electronic and postal mail. The project involved an 
induction session, followed by a series of discus- 
sions focused on weekly readings related to numer- 
acy teaching and assessment issues. After a few 
weeks, most of the participants were fascinated 
with this new form of communication and gained 
confidence in its use. Advantages of this form of 
communication included the scope of the discus- 
sion, the ability to distribute it to all participants, 
and the ability to post messages whenever one 
wanted, rather than waiting for a gap in the dialog. 
Project outcomes included creation of a bank of 
adult numeracy teaching and learning activities 
made available online, reduction in isolation among 
practitioners, and increase in ability to use technol- 
ogy. Obstacles were mostly related to technological 
and access problems. (Contains 10 references.)

A survey of graduate skills was conducted based 
on the responses of over 1,000 people who com- 
pleted Higher National Diploma or first degree art, 
design, media, and related courses at The London 
Institute. It assessed what skills respondents 
acquired and developed during their course and 
compared these with the range of skills used in their 
post-graduation careers. Findings indicated the fol- 
lowing: intrinsic interest, enjoyment in the subject, 
and personal and artistic development were the 
main influences on London Institute graduates’ 
choice of course; respondents gave high ratings to 
the development of creative ideas and specific craft 
and technical skills; and they felt less competent in 
enterprise and business skills and found career 
preparation activities inadequate. Findings on post- 
graduation employment circumstances showed that 
art and design graduates’ early experiences were 
characterized by job insecurity, unemployment, fre- 
quent job changes, and a range of paid and unpaid 
activities, within and outside the arts. Findings con- 
firmed the high level of need among new art and 
design graduates for a range of career management 
and enterprise skills, and relatively large gaps 
emerged in relation to negotiating, networking, and 
self promotion. Respondents emphasized that more 
and better integrated career advice and guidance 
activities should become an integral part of the 
course curriculum.

Rank order preferences for counselor characteris- 
tics was consistent with previous reports of rank- 
ings from minority groups. It concludes that the 
study may have significance due to the very nature 
of counseling in the schools. Armed with the 
knowledge that students may prefer counselors sim- 
ilar to themselves, particularly as related to atti- 
tudes and values, the school counselors can begin to 
understand why some segments of the student body 
underuse counseling services.

cussed in this paper is to determine the perceived 

effectiveness of a life skills education program for 
youth.

Fifteen skills were 
assessed. Data were collected from 18 youth partic- 
ipants, 13 parents, and 13 classroom teachers. 

Youth participants responded to questions about 

their perception of improvements in 15 specific life 

skill areas. Parents responded to questions concern- 
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ing their perceptions of the effectiveness of the life 
skills education program in teaching their children 
the same 15 skills. As a follow-up, classroom teach- 
ers rated the abilities of those students in each of the 
15 life skills. Results indicate that all students felt 
they had improved in most of the skill areas. Parents 
perceived the program to be effective in teaching 
the 15 life skills to their children. Classroom teach- 
ers reported that the children participating in the 
summer day camp program performed above aver- 
age in 12 of the 15 skill areas. (Author/MKA) 
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This paper discusses a study that was conducted 
in order to add to the body of literature that investi- 
gates the manner in which feminist psychology is 
accepted among education graduate students.

With the 
exception of DUI/DWI offenses, alcohol only cli- 
ents had fewer criminal behaviors and arrests prior 
to treatment, yet they were more often referred to 
treatment by the criminal justice system and were 
less frequently self-referred. Nevertheless, all study 
groups demonstrated substantial reductions in 
criminal behaviors across the follow-up periods 
Employment, general health, and mental health out- 
comes also showed improvement for all study 
groups.

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Values clarification involves presenting a hypo- 
thetical situation to students that requires them to 
make a moral judgment.

The values clarification 
philosophies and methods were consistent with the 
radical humanistic ideas and the popular philoso- 
phies of the youth of the late 1960s. During the 
1970s, approaches in humanistic therapy flour- 
ished. In “Values Clarification: A Handbook of 
Practical Strategies for Teachers and Students,” S. 
B. Simon et al promote values clarification as not 
being concerned with the particular outcomes of 
any one individual's experience but with the process 
used to obtain his or her values. Simon asserts the 
traditional idea that right and wrong absolutes are 
obsolete and no final moral authority exists. Years 
later, motivated by various criticisms, Simon col- 
laborated with L. W. Howe to publish a second 
book. That book reaffirmed values clarification and 
made clear misperceived interpretations of the theo- 
ries in the first book. The four major sources of crit- 
icism were: religious conservatism, political 
conservatism, a therapeutic paradigm shift, and 
serious flaws with values clarification from the 
beginning. Given the amount of criticism directed 
at values clarification, should educators abandon it? 
Eventually, individuals are required to make a 
moral stance. Implementation of any type of values 
clarification should include parental consent. When 
students arrive upon a final moral decision, values 
clarification facilitators should carefully examine 
and even question decisions that may cause danger 
to others, even if the process that led to it is sound. 
The issues addressed in values clarification should 
be carefully examined before its use.

In 1956, Dr. Albert Ellis presented his seminal 
work on Rational Therapy, subsequently renamed 
Rational Emotive Behavior Therapy (REBT) in 
1993. This paper explores the origins, theoretical 
foundations, applications, and implications of 
REBT and provides a look at the empirical research 
available in support of the approach’s efficacy 
REBT is widely recognized as an effective 
approach to therapy. Many researchers have written 
on the usage of REBT, including Ellis himself who 
has authored over 700 articles and manuscripts 
relating to REBT.

The 
paper relates that, long before Lewis emerged as a 
public persuader, he learned to hold his own in pri- 
vate exchanges with William T. Kirkpatrick, his 
tutor from 1914-1917, and in letters with his Belfast 
neighbor, Arthur Greeves. It states that with 
Greeves, Lewis maintained a debate on the subject 
of religion—the young Lewis equated religion with 
mythology. The paper explains that Lewis later 
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changed his mind about Christianity and contends 
that his May 11, 1959 lecture at Westcott House in 
Cambridge has particular merit because its claims 
are crucial to every defense he made of historic 
Christianity. After a brief overview of the talk, the 
paper examines in detail its content and evaluates 
Lewis's arguments on the basis of their clarity and 
soundness. According to the paper, the audience for 
the talk was composed mainly of seminarians, and 
to get across his proposition, Lewis employed a 
strategy that forensic educators teach early to their 
debaters: cast doubt on the trustworthiness and 
methodology of the opposition. The paper con- 
cludes that, in the Cambridge talk, Lewis demon- 
strated the importance of identifying basic 
assumptions, evaluating the evidence and reasoning 
behind claims, questioning terminology and defini- 
tions, understanding literary forms and various 
senses of meaning, and mastering biblical texts.

vacancy arises, the first step in conducting a princi- 

pal search is to announce the position. A job model

After the personnel office reviews 
resumes and applications for candidates, a more 
formalized paper screening of qualified candidates 
is performed. Screeners should use a standardized 
ranking system to rank applicants systematically 
before issuing invitations for interviews. The text 
includes suggestions for conducting an effective 
interview. The district must ensure that an inter- 
viewer is trained to make the most of an interview 
Interviews are more effective when all candidates 
are asked identical, predetermined, well-thought- 
out questions. Districts can make a principalship 
more attractive to candidates by emphasizing the 
principal's role of instructional leadership and de- 
emphasizing budgetary and legal responsibilities

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This digest defines sexual misconduct and offers 

guidelines that school boards and administrators 
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can initiate to protect students from unwanted sex- 
ual behavior. The law recognizes two types of sex- 
ual misconduct: quid pro quo, when a school 
employee grants a student a favor in exchange for 
sexual gratification, and hostile environment, where 
unwanted and unwelcome verbal or physical con- 
tact of a sexual nature is sufficiently severe to limit 
a student's ability to participate in or benefit from an 
educational activity. Various studies demonstrate 
the pervasiveness of sexual misconduct and also 
indicate that the problem is probably underre- 
ported. Ways in which educators can recognize 
employees’ sexual misconduct is by being alert to 
overly affectionate behavior, by noting the telling of 
sexual jokes, and by observing improper contact 
with students. Schools can fight sexual misconduct 
by devising a clear sexual-misconduct policy and 
by communicating that policy to all staff, parents, 
and students. Effective policies clarify the nature of 
sexual misconduct, contain provisions to protect the 
victim's confidentiality, and screen prospective 
employees. When an employee is suspected of sex- 
ual misconduct, reporting, grievance, and investiga- 
tion procedures should be immediately 
implemented. Principals should prepare for accusa- 
tions, disruptions in routine, and various levels of 
trauma among those involved.

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This paper reports on a study in which classroom 
teachers were asked to describe their perceptions of 
the principalship and to identify factors that influ- 
enced the development of their perceptions. Forty- 
five elementary, middle, and high school teachers, 
all of whom were enrolled in a course designed to 
facilitate the transition of teachers from the class- 
room to the principalship, participated. The teach- 
ers’ written narratives and use of language were 
analyzed, using the constructivist theory of knowl- 
edge and learning, to identify the teachers’ existing 
perceptions of leadership as exercised by school 
principals. The results show that the teachers used 
hierarchical terms to describe the power vested in 
building principals. The teachers expected princi- 
pals to manage the school, to foster a culture condu- 
cive to learning, to improve student learning, to 
promote the school's image to the community, and 
to influence the larger community. Few teachers 
reported having opportunities to engage in dia- 
logue with principals and some reported that they 
formed their impressions of principals at an early 
age. Some of the teachers relied on family values to 
justify or explain their perceptions. The narratives 
provided information about factors that influence 
individual teacher's learning and the processes that 
teachers use to synthesize information.

The 
episodes did not align with typical cause-and-effect 
outcomes, and it was obvious that principals experi- 
enced chaos in their daily activities. They met these 
challenges through experience, critical thinking, 
and problem solving. Reflective learning and men- 
tal rehearsing were the two best methods used by 
principals to cope with chaos. Teaching chaos the- 
ory can help school principals be aware of how an 
organization renews itself and what processes an 
organization experiences during change.

Furthermore, the level of desired 
instructional practices is positively related to the 
level of academic achievement across states, 
although the relationship between instructional 
resources and practices varied from state to state. 
Setting desired levels of standards of instructional 
resources and practices may be tailored to individ- 
ual states’ unique status of resource allocation and 
use. States that are more effective in using physical 
resources than in using human resources should set 
standards for physical resources at higher levels 
than for human resources.

dence; (5) it uses children’s literature in two lan- 
guages and a variety of text genres, including 
student publications and reading texts; (6) it helps 
students appreciate and become proficient in their 
primary language while developing proficiency in 
English; and (7) it provides an English teaching and 
learning environment in which the subject matter is 
not watered down, and higher order discourse and 
thinking are the norm. The digest describes the fea- 
tures of the bilingual version of the CIRC model, 
now called BCIRC, and highlights initial findings

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This report was submitted by Keene State Col- 
lege in response to the New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges’ request for an update on 
Keene State College's progress in a number of 
areas. The college reports that it is pursuing both 
large-scale and focused planning activities using 
information that assesses institutional effective- 
ness. Assessment of learning outcomes is occurring 
or being planned in curricular and co-curricular 
areas. The college has increased the number of ten- 
ure-track faculty and developed processes that 
ensure that new faculty members are placed in dis- 
ciplines with enrollment and programmatic needs. 
The school is also providing all academic disci- 
plines with a consistent set of reports on programs 
and faculty workload on an annual basis. It has re- 
instituted its academic program review cycle, where 
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the Senate Academic Overview Committee reviews 
all programs on a 7 year basis. A top priority at 
Keene State College is managing course offerings 
for students. As part of the school efforts, the aca- 
demic deans are more closely involved in reviewing 
course demands, staffing configurations, and 
enrollment needs. Despite these efforts, there are 
still complaints from students that they cannot get 
the courses they want. However, the senior survey, 
administered to graduating seniors, does not indi- 
cate that students perceive course availability to be 
an impediment. The college plans to become more 
evidence-driven in its assessment of course avaii- 
ability in order to understand fully student needs 
and expectations. In addition to monitoring course 
availability, the school continues to pursue diversity 
goals. It has made modest gains in recruiting minor- 
ity students and addressing campus climate and 
awareness yet has made significant gains in recruit- 
ing women faculty to the campus. (AA) 
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This seminar brought together professionals 
from three fields—higher education, philanthropy 
and journalism. Discussed at the seminar was the 
role that these professions play in public life. It was 
noted that there is increasing dismay over the pub- 
lic's declining trust in America’s institutions.

This qualitative case study explores the influ- 
ences of sustained discourse across disciplines on 
college faculty attitudes and behaviors related to 
scholarship and intellectual interaction. The study, 
conducted at Emory University (Georgia), involved 
25 faculty who had participated in a series of semes- 
ter-long seminars that explored topics of common 
concern among university faculty. The sample 
reflected various departments, disciplines, ranks, 
and experience (excepting the business school). 
Participants were asked semistructured, open- 
ended questions concerning the general nature of 
the seminar experience, positive and negative fea- 
tures of the seminars, and ways in which the semi- 
nars might have been improved, as well as questions 
about what influence the seminars had on partici- 
pants’ interactions with other faculty members and 
on their ties to the university. It was concluded that 
the seminar series expanded the intellectual hori- 
zons of all participants by providing a model for 
interdisciplinary discourse and encouraging explo- 
ration of different approaches to knowledge and 
truth. The program also built a reservoir of good 
will that enabled participants to engage in unfamil- 
iar and difficult discourse. Many participants also 
developed a wider and warmer view of the univer- 
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sity as more than a collection of disparate parts, and 
for many the seminar helped mitigate feelings of 
intellectual or physical isolation.

This secondary analysis of data, collected 
between 1987 and 1992 in a study of an elite group 
of academic scientists who had received prestigious 
postdoctoral fellowships, sought to assess differ- 
ences in reported experiences of structural obsta- 
cles by cohort.

10 who had earned doctorates before 1970, 7 who 
had earned their doctorates between 1970 and 1979, 
and 6 who had earned doctorates in 1980 or after. 
Secondary analysis of the original questionnaire 
and interview data suggested differences and simi- 
larities among the three cohorts on three dimen- 
sions—perceived obstacles, perceived supports, 
and the compatibility of marriage, family, and 
career. Women in the earlier cohorts mentioned 
encountering structural obstacles more frequently 
than did women in later cohorts, and they almost 
exclusively pointed to a father or other male as 
being influential in their career choice. A majority 
of married women reported that marriage had a pos- 
itive impact on their careers. The report concludes 
that birth cohort, rather than doctoral! cohort, may 
be a more valid indicator of differences in attitudes 
and experiences related to compatibility of family 
and career.

The Library Power program is a school improve- 

ment initiative of the DeWitt-Wallace Reader's 

Digest Fund that began in 1988, designed to pro- 

mote the full integration of the school library media 

program into the school curriculum in public ele- 

mentary and junior high/middle schools. With a 

total investment exceeding $45 million, Library 

Power is the largest nongovernmental funding for 


school library media programs in over 30 years. It 
operated in approximately 700 schools and served 
more than one million students. Library Power 
sought to create a national vision of public elemen- 
tary and middle school library media programs 
through the instructional leadership of the library 
media specialist and through partnerships within 
the district and with the community. This study 
summarizes selected findings of a national evalua- 
tion of Library Power and discusses implications 
for preservice and continuing education of teachers, 
principals, and library media specialists, as well as 
the likelihood of institutionalization of Library 
Power practices. The evaluation found that the 
Library Power initiative advanced the notion of a 
student-centered library media program in a learn- 
ing community. It showed that, given the right con- 
ditions, school library media programs can promote 
positive opportunities for excellence in teaching 
and learning.

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Identifiers—* Authentic Learning 
This study utilized qualitative research methods 
(observations, interviews, and analysis of written 
documents) to investigate the research processes of 
ten gifted ninth grade students who participated in 
independent research projects. Research stages 
dealing with exploring and forming a focus pre- 
sented the most difficulty for the students. The three 
students who were able to establish a clear focus 
were the only ones who demonstrated all aspects of 
authentic learning. An additional research question 
dealt with the types of resources used by the stu- 
dents. Books and videocassettes were the primary 
sources used by students. All students were highly 
dependent on the teacher as a source of information. 
The absence of collaboration between the teacher, 
the school librarian, and public librarian is noted. 
Examination of cooperative learning, intervention, 
required assignment deadlines, and the format of 
products as each of these relates to independent 
research projects is recommended.

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dent Research, Thinking Skills 
Identifiers—Alberta, *Mental Models, Texas, 
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Two naturalistic research studies observed 45 
eleventh grade students carrying out research paper 
assignments, and a third such study focused on 26 
third grade students. The studies took place in 
Alberta (Canada) in 1993, Texas in 1996, and Wash- 
ington state in 1999. From data analyzed in the 
interviews and written documents, the initial find- 
ings indicated that third grade and eleventh grade 
students feel and think about research writing activ- 
ities similarly. The younger students seemed more 
process oriented than the older ones. The third 
grade students commented on enjoying reading the 
information on their topic and telling the facts they 
had learned. The older students used methods of 
citation and more sophisticated paraphrasing tech- 
niques. The younger students did not use any cita- 
tions. The amount of blatant copying for the Texas 
study and the Washington study were comparable. 
The mental models of both age groups were surpris- 
ingly similar.

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This paper presents the results of a four-year 
study conducted in primary and secondary schools 
from all sectors in two Australian states, Victoria 
and New South Wales. The study investigated the 
impact of inclusive schooling on the provision of 
library and information services to students with 
disabilities. Research questions were identified to 
direct data collection that would demonstrate the 
success or failure of school library managers to 
meet the requirements of federal disability legisla- 
tion. The methodology used in the study incorpo- 
rated both survey and case study. Empirical data 
collected by survey concentrated particularly on the 
current level of service provision to students with 
disabilities, while case study investigations also 
looked at management factors. The focus was on the 
relationship between the school library staff and the 
special education staff, and the effect this had on 
provision of school library services and the acquisi- 
tion of information skills by students with disabili- 
ties. The discussion includes the level of service 
provision to students with disabilities, as well as the 
managerial approach of teacher-librarians and their 
awareness of appropriate resources, teaching 
approaches, and technology.

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Identifiers—Virginia 
This paper reports the findings of a comparative 
case study designed to describe how the implemen- 
tation of whole language, an educational philoso- 
phy influencing many of today's elementary 
schools, evolved in four school libraries in Virginia. 
The study examined the impact of whole language 
in terms of its effect on the library program and the 
librarian. The study also sought to understand the 
change agent role each librarian played during 
implementation of the philosophy. Specifically, the 
following questions were addressed: (1) What 
changes occurred in the knowledge, perceptions, 
practices, and beliefs of the librarians? (2) What 
changes did the librarians make in the library pro- 
grams as a result of whole language? (3) What roles 
did the school librarians play during the implemen- 
tation of whole language? and (4) How did the 
librarians feel about the whole language philosophy 
and its impact on the library program? Data collec- 
tion techniques included participant observation; 
interviews with librarians, principals, and teachers; 
and examination of relevant documents. Findings 
indicated that the level of success each librarian 
experienced varied and was dependent on the cul- 
ture of the school, principal support, the librarian's 
knowledge and interpersonal skills, the librarian’s 
reaction to district level changes, and time. Recom- 
mendations are provided for practicing school 
librarians and library school educators. (Contains

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Analysis 
This preliminary study of 20 contemporary real- 
istic fiction books for youth, in middle school and 
above, analyzed images of poverty using a frame- 
work adapted from the work of Robert Leahy. Find- 
ings are related to demographics, images of poverty 
and emerging themes. Results indicate that, as a 
whole, the sample of books rely on concrete images 
of poverty yet do not adequately represent current 
demographics for people living in poverty in the 
United States. Suggestions are made for teachers, 
school librarians and media specialists to use these 
books with students.

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Identifiers—South Africa, United Kingdom 
This paper focuses on a 1997 pilot project carried 
out in five secondary schools in South Africa that 
examined children's reading and information use. 
This study (n=958) was part of a larger study from 
1995 and 1996 carried out in the United Kingdom. 
The primary goal was to examine what young peo- 
ple are reading at the end of the 20th century. The 
project goals were to understand the relationship 
between reading and attitudes to a range of topical 
social issues; to examine the ways in which children 
and young adults encounter and choose what to 
read; to provide information about the reading hab- 
its and information use of children and young adults 
of different age, sex, class, ethnic background, geo- 
graphical location, and educational sector; and to 
discern between conventional forms of reading 
(printed matter) and new developments in the pre- 
sentation of and interactions with text (including 
audio tapes, video games, CD-ROMs). The findings 
are grouped in the following areas: how young peo- 
ple choose books and comics; think about fiction, 
out of school (and after-school) activities and read- 
ing for information. The intent of the study is to 
provide academic librarians, publishers, authors 
illustrators and parents insights into what children 
and young adults like to read. (MES/EPC) 
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Identifiers—United States 
This study surveyed 126 school librarians in 18 

countries, representing 131 schools serving more 

than 113,260 students. The survey instrument 
requested respondents to describe techniques they 
used to facilitate information literacy, their percep- 
tions of their functions in the development of inde- 
pendent learners, and the training they received that 
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enabled them to mediate information seeking and 
use skills. Survey data revealed that the respondents 
relate information skills instruction to students’ 
interests, work with other teachers to place infor- 
mation seeking skills within the context of students’ 
course work, and encourage students to share ideas 
and skills with each other as they build their own 
search strategies. Results indicate that the creation 
of independent, self-directed, lifelong learners is 
the goal of school librarians over the world. Data 
also reveal that most of the respondents spend less 
than one quarter of their time working with teachers 
to plan connected programs and that many school 
libraries are understaffed. (Author) 
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Identifiers—New Zealand 
This paper presents and discusses two research 
initiatives in New Zealand elementary schools in 
terms of factors influencing the path of professional 
development and sustained attention to information 
literacy. The first study was a comparison of profes- 
sional development processes and children’s learn- 
ing outcomes in four elementary schools. Surveys 
used to uncover perceptions of information literacy 
development were followed by on-site workshops 
for teachers of 7 to 11 year olds. This provided a 
snapshot of challenges that are a function of differ- 
ent school cultures and teachers with varying levels 
of information literacy understanding and commit- 
ment, as well as revealing much about children as 
information problem solvers. The second study 
involved all teaching staff at a single elementary 
school. Again, aspects of the teachers’ information 
literacy were revealed alongside those of children 
Observing the students’ information problem solv- 
ing experience was a key element in professional 
development. Reflection on teaching practice was 
heightened by use of action research as the teachers’ 
major learning activity. Findings in the following 
areas are highlighted: (1) school information cul- 
tures—frameworks, policies, and library manage- 
ment; (2) teachers’ understanding and expectations 
about information skills; (3) effects of expectations 
of children as information problem solvers; (4) con- 
necting teachers’ and children's thinking and expec- 
tations; (5) the teaching and learning interface; and 
(6) relationships among staff. (MES) 
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ation, Library Role, Library Services, Practi- 
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Identifiers—Learning Environments, Prince Ed- 
ward Island, *Resource Based Learning, Teach- 
er Librarians, *Technology Integration 
If the goal of teacher-librarians is to work with 
teachers to develop information literacy, then how 
do we model this collaboration for pre-service 
teachers during their teacher education program? 
This question was explored in a research study 
involving university researchers from the Univer- 
sity of Prince Edward Island (Canada), teachers, 
and teacher-librarians in six elementary schools 
across Prince Edward Island. Learning projects 
arose from collaborations among the pre-service 
teachers, classroom teachers, and teacher-librarians 
as they developed information technology (IT) 
projects that were integrated into the pre-service 
practicum. Data were collected on the learning 
strategies children used and on the collaborative 
relationship established between the pre-service 
teachers and the teacher-librarian. This study 
tracked how pre-service teachers reacted to work- 
ing with teacher-librarians. Results indicated these 
projects created authentic environments where pre- 
service teachers learned the role of the teacher- 
librarian and how the curriculum development pro- 
cess associated with resource-based learning devel- 
ops through school library programs. (Author/ 
MES) 
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Identifiers—Information Power (AASL AECT) 
The 1998 revision of the “Information Power” 
guidelines focuses on building partnerships for 
greater student learning. While not a radical depar- 
ture from the previous edition, the recent document 
emphasizes both greater collaboration and leader- 
ship and increased involvement with the technolo- 
gies of information and learning. This study 
examined whether teacher education programs are 
preparing tomorrow's teachers to expect and accept 
the redefined role of the school library media spe- 
cialist. It involved the development and administra- 
tion of a scale to assess pre-service teachers’ beliefs 
about the role of the school library media specialist. 
The results of the pilot study reported here are pre- 
liminary but suggest that, while pre-service teach- 
ers distinguish three distinct sets of functions, they 
place more emphasis on those functions associated 
with information access and delivery than on those 
related to learning and teaching. Furthermore, pre- 
service teachers do not appear to understand the 
role areas of learning/teaching and program admin- 
istration. (Author/MES) 
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This paper reports the results of an international 
study of the principal's role in developing and sup- 
porting information literacy programs in Australia, 
Canada, Finland, France, Japan, Scotland, and 
South Korea. Principals and librarians in all coun- 
tries except South Korea differed significantly on 
the amount of time they perceived the principal to 
spend on tasks related to the information literacy 
program. Principals and librarians in Australia, Fin- 
land, and Scotland agreed about the amount of time 
they thought the principal should spend on such 
tasks in the future. In Canada, Japan, and South 
Korea, however, there was a significant difference 
between the two groups. Overall mean scores on 
present and future perceptions suggest that, in five 
of the six counries, principals and librarians are 
well-aligned in their beliefs about the role of the 
principal; the exception was Scotland, where school 
librarians are not qualified teachers. These and 
other findings should be useful to principals and 
librarians in schools throughout the world, as they 
struggle in difficult times to provide quality school- 
ing and information services and to contribute to the 
development of literate and independent library 
users.

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(Reading) 

This paper reports on part of a qualitative study 
that enlisted a small number of students in fifth and 
eighth grades (n=19), all with a background of 
domestic computer ownership and use, for intensive 
work with texts in different media (i.e., books, vid- 
eos, and CD-ROMs). The following questions were 
examined: (1) What are the consequences of multi- 
media exposure and experience for readers’ tacit 
understandings of how texts work? (2) What reper- 
toires of strategies and behaviors help people to 
process story and information in different media? 
(3) How does experience in different media and 
platforms affect people's strategic approaches to 
texts in different formats? and (4) What individual 
quirks or patterns of response, if any, manifest 


themselves across media boundaries? Results dem- 
onstrate that those who have grown up with domes- 
tic access to video, computers, and the Internet are 
often relatively neutral when it comes to platform, 
preferring to judge texts by issues of personal 
salience and fluency of access. (MES) 
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Identifiers—*Confidence, *Technology Utiliza- 
tion 
As students ponder their use of the new technolo- 
gies in schools and at home, what issues are raised 
for librarians and teachers? Do teens exaggerate 
their confidence and competence as they report 
their perceptions of using technology? In this study, 
four 16 year olds discussed their personal experi- 
ences in using the Internet for work and for plea- 
sure. The researcher asked the question: “How do 
you use the new electronic technologies?” 
Although the interviews followed an open-ended, 
conversational approach, the interviewer prompted 
subjects in similar ways by asking for examples. 
Subjects were also asked how they assessed sites 
and books as credible sources of information. 
Results indicate a pattern of developmentally spe- 
cific activities for using the new technologies that 
differs from adult expectations. (Contains 16 refer- 
ences.)

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The evaluation of World Wide Web resources has 
become a critical information skill for students. 
Because of the uniqueness of these resources, new 
tools are required that assess not only the content 
validity and mechanical functionality of a Web site, 
but also its motivational quality. This paper 
describes the development and validation of a set of 
Web evaluation tools, the Website Motivational 
Analysis Checklist (WebMAC), designed for use by 
students in grades 1-12, that are based on motiva- 
tion theory and provide multiple feedback mecha- 
nisms. Research questions included: What 
motivation theory or theories are most appropriate 
as a basis for the comprehensive evaluation of Web 
sites? and Do the WebMAC instruments adequately 
and validly test the motivational quality of Web 
sites? A survey of the motivational literature was 
conducted to investigate the first question. A com- 
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prehensive, well-researched theory that could be 
adapted to the assessment of electronic environ- 
ments (particularly Web sites) was sought. Forma- 
tive evaluation methods that included iterative 
testing of the instruments were implemented with 
graduate and undergraduate students, educators, 
and children, while factor analyses were conducted 
to confirm the theoretical basis of the instrument 
These provided evidence for the second question.

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Identifiers—Course Development, Georgia State 
University, Learning Environments 
A World Wide Web-based distance learning 
course at Georgia State University, developed with 
World Wide Web Courseware (WebCT), is the focus 
of this study. The course, “Advanced Reference: 
Online Searching Techniques,” concentrated on 
assisting students in developing skills for searching 
Internet resources, in particular the resources and 
databases of the Georgia Library Learning Online 
(GALILEO) initiative. The target audience for the 
course was school library media specialists enrolled 
in the Educational Specialist Degree Program with 
a concentration in library media _ technology 
Research questions were: (1) Is Web-based course 
delivery an effective way to prepare school library 
media specialists in the instructional uses of Inter- 
net information resources? (2) Is Web-based 
instruction a successful medium for helping school 
library media specialists develop skills in searching 
and evaluating GALILEO databases? and (3) How 
do participants react to Web-based instruction? 
Sources of data were logs from the synchronous 
chat area, bulletin board postings, e-mail communi- 
cations, course usage statistics, student projects, 
and structured interviews with the participating stu- 
dents. Results from the preliminary study indicate 
that participants’ attitudes toward Web-based 
instruction are positive, and Web-based instruction 
provides a learning environment in which partici- 
pants can develop electronic literacy skills and 
share their ideas and projects. (Contains 10 refer- 
ences.)

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Identifiers—*Access to Technology, South Afri- 
ca, *Technology Utilization, United Kingdom 

This research sought to gain an impression of the 
use of the Internet by school librarians in the United 
Kingdom and South Africa. The research questions 
addressed the issues of access to the Internet by 
school librarians, the purposes for which school 
librarians used e-mail and the World Wide Web, the 
demand from teachers for access to the Web, the key 
issues identified by school librarians in relation to 
the use of the Internet in schools in the next five 
years, and any differences between the responses of 
librarians from the two countries. The key findings 
were that there was limited access to the Internet in 
the respondents’ schools; school librarians used the 
Web mainly for curricular material; science and 
geography departments were the heaviest users of 
the Web; and the key future issues identified 
included information skills, cost, inservice training, 
and the role of the school librarian. There were no 
significant differences between the two countries 
studied. (Contains 10 references.) (Author/MES) 
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Based on research conducted in 1996 and 1999, 
this paper discusses theoretical issues and provides 
an overview of the purposes for which school librar- 
ies are creating and maintaining home pages or 
World Wide Web sites. In 1996, a content analysis 
was performed of Web sites of 50 school libraries in 
the United States, Australia, Canada, Sweden, Sin- 
gapore, Iceland, Kuwait, New Zealand, and Nor- 
way.

The 
fourth indicator used was the rate of student success 
as analyzed by student ethnicity. The conclusions 
state that HCCS serves a particularly underprepared 
population of students who, after remediation, suc- 
ceed at a comparable or higher rate than similar stu- 
dents at other colleges. (Contains 15 references.)

This study evaluates the San Diego Community 
College District (SDCCD) transfer function to pri- 
vate and out-of-state four-year colleges and univer- 
sities through the tracking of a sample of students 
While the majority of transcripts sent by SDCCD 
are to California State University (CSU) or Univer- 
sity of California (UC) campuses, this study shows 
that a large number are also sent to private colleges 
and universities. A high proportion (81%) of stu- 
dents requesting transcripts actually enrolled in the 
private or out-of-state institution to which the tran- 
script was sent. Ninety percent of all transcripts 
sent to private colleges during the time frame cov- 
ered by the study (January to September 1998) were 
to private colleges and universities in California 
Eighty-three percent of transcripts sent to Califor- 
Nia institutions were to private institutions in San 
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Diego County. Caucasians represented the largest 
proportion of transfer students enrolled in private 
and out-of-state institutions. The distribution of 
transfers to the UC, CSU, and private colleges by 
gender was very similar. Establishing formal data- 
sharing agreements with these institutions would 
provide valuable information regarding the transfer 
patterns of SDCCD students. Appended is a com- 
plete list of institutions that received transcript 
requests for January-September 1998. (VWC)

This is the first of what is expected to be a regular 
series of reports from Arizona's community col- 
leges to the citizens of Arizona regarding the effec- 
tiveness with which community colleges are 
achieving their goals. Initially the Task Force on 
Institutional Effectiveness Measures worked for 
most of an academic year and recommended the 
measures included in this report. The data are 
briefly described, the source of the data are indi- 
cated, and observations regarding the story being 
told by the data are presented in the report. The ele- 
ments addressed in this Report to Arizona include 
the following: (1) access, which looks at participa- 
tion rates, ethnic and racial representation, financial 
aid awards, developmental education enrollment, 
and course availability; (2) work force training and 
development, which reports on occupational pro- 
gram participation and completion rates, placement 
and wages, and employer satisfaction; (3) transfer 
students, which examines the number and success 
of transfer students and effectiveness of the new 
transfer model; (4) community development, which 
explores small business development centers, and 
social, economic, and/or cultural development 
activities; and (5) student learning outcomes, which 
presents the measures being developed by the com- 
munity colleges. The purpose of this report is to 
focus on community colleges as a state resource and 
not to rate or compare individual colleges. (VWC) 
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This report reviews the past five years of student 
class evaluations at Salt Lake Community College 
(SLCC). Included in the review are the Instructional 
Assessment System (IAS) student class evalua- 
tions, the results from the new, non-returning and 
graduating student surveys, and observations on the 
student comments tn those surveys. The average 
IAS student class evaluation score for the entire col- 
lege has remained consistently high during the past 
five years. Students rate their satisfaction with 
instructors even higher than the classes as a whole 
In the fall semester 1998, 94 percent of all classes 
were rated as “good” or better and 6 percent were 
rated as less than “good.” Twenty-three percent 
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received an outstanding rating of 4.50 and better on 
the 5-point scale. The student survey responses sup- 
port the very positive IAS results. The open-ended 
student comments in the mail surveys differ from 
the student comments in the IAS class ratings. The 
survey comments are made by only a few respon- 
dents and tend to be negative. The IAS comments 
are more numerous and reflect the very good class 
ratings. The SLCC results are similar to comparable 
results in the state of Utah, undergraduate IAS 
results at the University of Washington, and at two 
other community colleges. (VWC)

Students set in their ways are usually reluctant, as 
a general rule, to deal with open-ended investigative 
scenarios. In order to acquaint the student with the 
physical method and philosophical thought process 
of the discipline, the tone of the course must be set 
early on. The present study was conducted to 
develop scenarios and microbial model systems that 
would allow the student to apply biostatistical anal- 
yses to their work. Calibrated microscopes were 
used to measure the lengths and widths of replicated 
samples of various species of bacteria. These data 
were used to compute means, modes, medians, 
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ranges, variances, standard deviations, and to estab- 
lish frequency distributions and correlation coeffi- 
cients. The use of biometric analyses introduced the 
student to the reality of scientific thought, allowing 
the novice student to appreciate scientific method- 
ology on a whole new quantitative level. Findings 
show that students, once willing to accept the chal- 
lenge, are stimulated and get excited when they set- 
tle into the practice of science. When the student is 
exposed to the way research unfolds in a laboratory 
or when they replicate a historic experiment, they 
seem to get a sense of belonging to a special group, 
“coming of age,” which is the beginning of a true 
understanding of the discipline. (Contains 13 refer- 
ences.) (VWC) 
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There is a popular view that arithmetic is only a 
collection of dull algorithms containing no interest- 
ing ideas. However, if one goes a little below the 
surface, it will become apparent that there are many 
fascinating ideas waiting to be discovered. The 
paper tries to show that mathematical ideas can be 
recognized and understood without the use of “high 
tech,” graphing calculators. Calculators are fast and 
accurate, and when properly used they allow stu- 
dents to bypass tedious arithmetic and get to the 
important concepts in a problem. However, educa- 
tors must be careful not to let the new technology 
become the driving force in the curriculum. The 
focus must always be on conceptual mathematical 
understanding. This paper presents some key “mini- 
lessons” from arithmetic, algebra, and geometry 
that will illustrate that elementary mathematics 
rests on a set of key ideas that are best illustrated 
using simple calculations. Lesson | explores frac- 
tions and factor trees. Lesson 2 teaches repeating 
decimals. Lesson 3 looks at infinite sums. Lesson 4 
discusses Gauss's early discovery in finding the sum 
of the first 100 integers. Lesson 5 explores solutions 
to the mixture problem, or what students dread— 
word problems. Lesson 6 explores Pythagorean tri- 
ples. (VWC) 
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Identifiers—* Union County College NJ 
This paper offers a model for Writing-Across- 

the-Curriculum (WAC), for faculty and students at 

Union County College (UCC). The paper summa- 

rizes the history of WAC at UCC, which was intro- 

duced at the college in 1978, but did not become 

institutionalized. It also explores faculty views on 

the teaching of writing and the role of writing in the 

classroom by conducting a survey, the results of 

which are appended in this paper. The study partic- 
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ularly focuses on how faculty in disciplines other 
than English felt about the teaching of writing, and 
compares surveys of English with non-English fac- 
ulty. Results show that there is a community of fac- 
ulty at UCC willing to begin a dialogue to address 
the problems of poor student writing and faculty 
preparedness to teach writing. The paper asserts 
that for the WAC program to be successful at UCC, 
it must have these components: (1) writing inten- 
sive courses in the disciplines which outline the 
specific goals of the courses; (2) faculty workshops 
where faculty come together to write and discuss 
pedagogy; (3) a committee which oversees the eval- 
uations of writing intensive courses and faculty 
workshops; (4) a Writing Center which supports 
faculty efforts to integrate writing into their 
courses; and (5) a newsletter which can communi- 
cate/share the successes of WAC with the faculty 
and the college community. (VWC) 
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The last two decades have witnessed a growing 
trend away from the traditional modes of instruc- 
tion in physics courses at all levels, from high 
schools through universities. The reasons for this, 
as well as some commentary on several non-tradi- 
tional styles of physics instruction, are presented in 
this paper. The article does not attempt to promote 
any one style over another because it is clear from 
numerous sources that almost any form of interac- 
tive learning produces improved conceptual under- 
standing. The purpose of this paper is to discuss 
some of what is currently being done in physics 
education and to impart some quantitative results. 
The paper also reports on the following non-tradi- 
tional teaching/learning styles: (1) Peer Instruction 
(Lectures consisting of short presentations on key 
points followed by a Concep Test, which students 
formulate answers for and discuss with each other); 
(2) Collaborative Instruction (Students taught using 
a non-traditional style make use of collaborative 
exercises based upon lecture materials); (3) Over- 
view Case Studies and Active Learning Problem 
Sets; (4) Tutorials; (5) Workshop Physics; and (6) 
Expert versus Student Problem Solving. Overall 
assessment and recommendations for community 
colleges are presented at the end of the paper. (Con- 
tains 42 references.) (VWC) 
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In an effort to reveal how closely cheating at 
community colleges resembles that at four-year col- 
leges in both kind and quantity, a survey similar to 
the one used by Donald L. McCabe for university 
students was administered to 298 students at Rari- 
tan Valley Community College. A summary of the 
results are included in this report. The survey data 
suggests that students at Raritan are as likely to 
cheat and plagiarize, if not more so, as students at 
four-year colleges. They are more likely to help oth- 
ers cheat and less likely to report cheating commit- 
ted by other students. They also are more likely to 
feel that cheating occurs often or very often at their 
campus. The reasons for these attitudes and behav- 
iors may in part be suggested by their acceptance of 
cheating in society at large. What is not known is 
whether Raritan is representative of community 
colleges, which would imply that more cheating and 
plagiarism occurs at two-year than four-year col- 
leges. If this were to be true, it suggests a possible 
relationship between the quality of student work 
and motivation and a willingness to cheat or accept 
cheating. Another area that deserves further scru- 
tiny is the large discrepancy between the amount of 
cheating committed or seen by students at Raritan 
compared to that observed by faculty, who indicate 
that cheating is not an issue of great concern. 
(VWC) 
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This paper explores the challenges instructional 
technology presents to faculty and administration. 
For example: students will not accept lectures that 
fail to draw upon Internet resources; integrating 
technology sparks the faculty debate that the use of 
technology will “dehumanize teaching and learn- 
ing”; community college professors criticize that 
technology will “reduce their role in teaching”; and 
faculty feel that technology is a tool which will 
decrease their number and salary. The paper 
describes the development of A Technology Plan 
for County College of Morris (CCM), which 
included the formation of an Information Technol- 
ogy Committee. A faculty technology survey 
(appended in this paper) was used to determine the 
training needed to develop faculty skills in the use 
of technology to enhance teaching, learning, schol- 
arship, and instructional delivery. Supporting fac- 
ulty development in instructional technology 
required CCM to find a new faculty development 
model, which included elements such as a Teach- 
ing/Learning Technology Center, an Instructional 
Design Team, and the selection and implementation 
of WebCT as an online course management tool. 
The report describes a ten-step training program, 
How to Put Your Course Online (appended in this 
report), as part of the faculty development initia- 
tive. It describes lessons learned in the process of 
developing a faculty development model, which 
included utilizing a hybrid of many staff develop- 
ment models. (Contains 12 references.) (VWC) 
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This study focuses on one narrow segment of the 
electronic technology revolution—the utilization of 
the Internet in community college mathematics 
courses. The study's primary interest is in commu- 
nity college mathematics programs in New Jersey. 
Thus, it considers the general use of the Internet by 
the mathematics departments in New Jersey's nine- 
teen community colleges. The second component 
moves to the national level, which focuses on the 
use of the Internet to offer on-line mathematics 
courses rather than on the general use of the Inter- 
net. The goals of this component were to see how 
New Jersey compared to the nation in this area and 
to get input from mathematics faculty members 
who already offer on-line courses. Out of the 774 
web sites for two-year colleges across the country 
in the study, 34% indicated that the college offered 
on-line courses, but only 10% indicated that they 
offered on-line mathematics courses. Several possi- 
ble reasons are offered to explain the scarcity of on- 
line math courses. If colleges plan to offer on-line 
courses, they must be ready to provide a 24-hour 
help line for students. Technical support for faculty 
must include training on Web site development, 
strategies for using the Web effectively, and on how 
to use necessary software, e-mail, and chatrooms. 
Educators need to determine the characteristics that 
will allow a student to be successful in an on-line 
course. Adequate hardware is also a major consid- 
eration in going on-line. The survey instruments are 
appended. (VWC) 
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This paper criticizes traditional methods of sci- 
ence teaching for decreasing student interest in 
studying science. It describes cooperative learning 
and its usefulness in teaching biology so that the 
‘study of science becomes a social experience. The 
paper presents two methods used in biology lecture 
classes: the Introductory (Icebreaker) Workshop 
and the Small-Group Discussion. An example of 
each activity is presented in this paper. Students 
find that working in groups of three to five is less 
intimidating than raising their hands to ask ques- 
tions or participating in class discussions. In small 
groups, students can all participate and the teacher 
is then free to circulate among the groups as a 
“guide at the side” rather than a “sage on the stage.” 
Students lower their defenses and are thus more 
open to real communication and learning. The 
paper also explores the topics of computer-assisted

cooperative learning and field trips. The paper 
argues that small-group cooperative learning is par- 
ticularly important in the community college 
because of the diversity of the students, because 
students are commuters and do not have the time to 
get together on a regular basis out of class, and 
because it maximizes learning through a time- 
proven and well-researched activity. It gives stu- 
dents an increased chance of achieving course 
goals. (Contains 13 references.) (VWC) 
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The focus of this paper is to present non-tradi- 
tional or alternate instructional methods in remedial 
mathematics education at the community college 
level. However, these methods will apply to credit 
math courses as well as courses from other disci- 
plines. With the large number of students needing 
remediation and the United States traditionally 
scoring low on international tests, educators at the 
community college level face the challenge of 
rethinking the curriculum and methods of instruc- 
tion. Many students entering the community college 
are at a lower level academically because of lack of 
motivation, self-esteem, and maturity. The paper 
argues that community college instructors can make 
some differences in the classroom by altering their 
teaching methods to accommodate different learn- 
ing styles. It introduces Ice Breakers as an essential 
instructional technique in the classroom because 
they create a relaxed atmosphere and diminish the 
feeling of inherent isolation in commuting students. 
This is a useful exercise because students find other 
students with similar interests, and it is also very 
revealing because often what is voiced in the reme- 
dial class is the fear of mathematics and the fear of 
failing. The article describes cooperative learning 
and gives an example of a totally cooperative class- 
room. The paper also discusses small versus large 
class learning styles and instructional methods, and 
the role of technology, computers, and the Internet 
(VWC) 
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This paper discusses how faculty can and do 

develop a spirit in the classes they teach and thus 

become more effective teachers. This paper focuses 

on classes at a community college and at a univer- 

sity. Faculty and students from all types of college 

and university classes were interviewed. The 

classes studied were imbued with a breath of life, a 

spirit that not only supported learning but also the 
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students themselves. From these observations, the 
paper lists three qualities that gave these classes 
that spirit, that breath of life: caring, community, 
and transcendence. These three serve as an antidote 
to alienation, isolation, fear, and more common 
motivational tools that tend to distort rather than 
nourish true learning. Faculty should not be con- 
cerned about alienation just because of its relation 
to school violence; they should be concerned 
because alienation impedes learning. The three col- 
lege teachers described in this paper all worked 
against alienation by caring for their students, form- 
ing communities in their classrooms, and elevating 
their subject matter beyond the mundane. Their 
classrooms were places where spirit, that elusive 
quality, visited and sometimes, in magic moments, 
even prevailed. (VWC) 
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This paper is devoted to the description of action 
methods that can be used to provide a practical 
understanding and awareness of culturally diverse 
material. It draws from such varied disciplines as 
cross-cultural psychology, international business, 
and sociodrama, with the goal of suggesting a meth- 
odology for using role playing to teach ethnic, 
social, racial, religious, and cultural differences 
across the curriculum. In business and politics, the 
understanding of culturally sensitive issues has 
become a necessary means for survival. The study 
sought to find material on how diversity could be 
taught rather than what would be taught, using busi- 
ness contacts involved in diversity training for man- 
agers in various countries and asking to view their 
training materials. The aim was to amplify the prin- 
ciples outlined by Fons Trompenaars and Charles 
Hampden-Turner in “Riding the Waves of Culture 
Understanding Diversity in Global Business” (Sec- 
ond Edition) through the specific use of selected 
action methods. The purpose of doing this is to 
make the learning process more experiential by 
extracting greater understanding and increased 
competence in settling culturally sensitive dilem- 
mas. The paper extensively examines the use of the 
“cultural double” as an action method that is typi- 
cally used for three main purposes: providing emo- 
tional support, giving emotional expression, and 
reorganizing perceptions. (Contains 11 refer- 
ences.)

This collection contains nine essays, written by 
fellows in Princeton University’s Mid-Career Fel- 
lowship Program, on contemporary issues facing 
community colleges.

In response to the conflicting needs of English as 
a Second Language (ESL) students in English Basic 
Skills (EBS) courses at Bergen Community Col- 
lege, a project has been proposed to provide a more 
comprehensive program. The plan of operation is 
divided into five components: (1) identification, 
testing, and placement; (2) orientation and dissemi- 
nation of information; (3) supplemental instruc- 
tional support; (4) course development and 
customization, including the use of the Internet; and 
(5) tracking student progress and measuring the sat- 
isfaction of project objectives. A faculty member 
would identify crossover students, or ESL students 
who have attended American high schools and are 
placed in EBS courses but still present ESL-type 
problems. The testing process will be revised to 
include the Levels of English Proficiency Test, 
which will help discriminate between Basic Skills 
and ESL placement. Written information will be 
translated into target languages, with an orientation 
program designed to introduce the ESL program to 
language minority students. Language skills assess- 
ment, a customized study plan, and tutoring are also 
integral aspects of the project. Finally, the curricu- 
lum would be evaluated and adjusted, and student 
success would be tracked to ascertain whether 
objectives have been met. (YKH) 
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Identifiers—*Bergen Community College NJ 
This document discusses the representation and 
retention of women in science. Though women 
make up 48% of the employed labor force in the 
United States, they constitute only 22% of all work- 
ing scientists and engineers. And though women 
scientists and engineers are beginning to find more 
employment in academia, they are more likely to 
teach only part-time in two-year schools, with less 
PhD's and less chance at holding higher-ranked 
positions at educational institutions. In order to 
counter the extreme under-representation of women 
in the physical sciences at Bergen Community Col- 
lege, this paper proposes a curriculum that 
acknowledges the contributions of all scientists, 
male and female. It further discusses different 
teaching styles and ways to create an environment 
that encourages women to actively participate. The 
paper also presents women's contributions in sci- 
ence. Methods of mentoring and tutoring to foster 
self confidence and academic success; and ways to 
encourage women to enter the sciences and to 
request financial aid. (YKH) 
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This paper focuses on the changes affecting the 
management, leadership, and effectiveness of com- 
munity colleges. In order to create a comprehensive 
plan that avoids complacency and demonstrates a 
new vision for administering higher education, 
institutions must develop an entrepreneurial spirit 
in its mission, research the marketplace, and man- 
age the institution with a strategic objective. The 
higher education paradigm must be changed to that 
of an entrepreneurial enterprise with a customer- 
driven marketing strategy. Market research pro- 
vides qualitative as well as quantitative viewpoints 
and identifies whom the target audience is and what 
they want, need, and think of an institution in com- 
parison with its competition. The paper suggests 
that the need for strong leadership is essential to 
this advancement process, and the president of each 
educational institution must possess skills in busi- 
ness, economics, marketing, finance, and human 
relations. Once formulated, an institution's mission 
should be continually reviewed, open to additional 
change and innovation. The paper predicts that in 
the future, institutions will strive to find narrower 
niches, subdividing themselves to better serve new, 
more discrete markets. Customer service and mar- 
ket research are integral to meeting these internal 
and external challenges in higher education. (Y KH) 
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This paper presents background information on 
“why” some students may not be responsive to the 
traditional lecture/discussion classroom format. It 
offers a model, based on a “high-tech,” state-of-the- 
art classroom facility, for revitalizing lectures. The 
author recounts her own classroom experiences as 
she attempted to integrate technology into her lec- 
tures. Despite initial facility inadequacies, the 
interactive/video classroom was constructed. With 
video, computer, and graphics display options in the 
classroom, the author was able to create a learning 
environment that was consistently intriguing, com- 
bine visual and interactive experiences with tradi- 
tional lecture/discussion methods, develop a series 
of activities that unified learning, and use a variety 
of approaches that helped avoid boredom and tap 
into the various learning styles of students. Student 
responses to the technological integration have 
been extremely positive, with an increase in the 
number of course sections. Disadvantages of this 
teaching method include lack of resources, neces- 
sity for extended training, and lack of flexibility of 
teaching space. (Contains 10 references.) (YKH) 
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Identifiers—*New Jersey 
This report surveys the use of technology in 
mathematics at New Jersey's community colleges. 
Of the 19 colleges contacted, 16 responded. The 
first section discusses the use of graphics calcula- 
tors in mathematics courses. A table summarizes 
the courses in which graphics calculators are used, 
whether they are recommended or required, and the 
brands used. The most widely used machine is 
Texas Instruments’ TI-82/83, which most students 
buy at the store and use for upper-level math 
courses such as calculus or algebra. The next sec- 
tion of the report addresses computer use in mathe- 
matics courses. Of the 15 colleges who use 
technology, three do not use computers, only calcu- 
lators. Both basic and advanced mathematics 
courses were found to use computers, with 
DERIVE, an easy-to-use computer algebra system 
that incorporates graphing and symbolic manipula- 
tion, being the most popular program. The report 
concludes with a discussion on Internet use, the 
availability of technology facilities and services on 
the surveyed campuses, and problems or comments 
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regarding technology use in mathematics courses. 
A list of colleges responding to the survey, as well 
as the technology usage survey itself, are also pro- 
vided. (Y KH)

This paper discusses attempts made by the author 
to reinvigorate the College Honors Program at 
Union County College in New Jersey (UCC). Cre- 
ated in 1985 to offer an enriched learning experi- 
ence for exceptional liberal arts students, the 
Honors Program helps students develop their think- 
ing skills and achieve academic success. However, 
due to decreased enrollments, reduced resources, 
and frequent changes in directors, the program 
declined. Promising students who qualified for the 
program often opted to go to four-year institutions 
instead of UCC. Funding was also a concern, since 
full scholarships for honors students were discon- 
tinued. The author, appointed director of the pro- 
gram in 1995, implemented several means for 
recruiting both college and high school students, 
using various methods for identifying honors stu- 
dents and providing them with information about 
the program, visiting high schools, and advertising. 
Results of this initiative suggest that though enroll- 
ments are up only slightly, prospects look encourag- 
ing for the future of the honors program.

Provid- 
ing expert testimony were the commissioner of the 
National Center for Education Statistics and the 
executive director of the Child Care Action Cam- 
paign. Witnesses indicated that basic measures 
from the National Household Education Survey 
document tremendous variation in the skills chil- 
dren bring to kindergarten. Studies of child care in 
the United States report that the vast majority of 
centers provide poor to mediocre care. One partici- 
pant compared U.S. child care programs to early 
education programs in France, noting differences in 
caregiver qualifications and compensation, as well 
as other programmatic differences. This witness 
also recommended accelerating the move toward 
universal prekindergarten programming and 
increasing accreditation efforts. A report on data 
needs for early childhood development and learning 
readiness is appended.

Based upon the view that children learn better if 
their parents’ and teachers’ expectations are closely 
aligned, this study compared expectations of teach- 
ers and parents for school readiness skills and prep- 
aration required for entry into public school. A 
Likert rating scale was completed by 25 kindergar- 
ten/early childhood teachers and 104 parents of 
children enrolled in kindergarten/early childhood 
classes in one Louisiana school community. The 
survey was modified from one used in a national 
study on teacher opinion toward selected school 
readiness skills/preparation attributes.

Noting that the design of the classroom used for 

early childhood and kindergarten classes can con- 

tribute in powerful ways to the education of young 
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children, this paper applies principles of architec- 
ture to the organization and shaping of the interior 
classroom space. The paper maintains that five prin- 
ciples, when applied, create a climate of multiple 
opportunities and choices: (1) synthesis and cre- 
ativity; (2) harmony and symmetry; (3) contrasts of 
light and color; (4) motion and stillness; and (5) 
order.

Findings indicated that the unifor- 
mity and monotony of the school space led children 
to indifference about the space, while creating their 
own micro-environments.

This paper critically reviews the book, “My Heart 

Is On the Ground: The Diary of Nannie Little Rose, 

a Sioux Girl, Carlisle Indian School, 1800.” The 

review begins with a profile of Captain Richard 

Henry Pratt who founded the Carlisle (Pennsylva- 

nia) Indian Industrial School in 1879. Pratt's philos- 

ophy was to “kill the Indian and save the man.” 

Statements from former students describe life at the 

school as a horrific experience in which Indian chil- 

dren were forced to cut their hair, replace traditional 
clothing with military uniforms, and speak English. 

Children were also stripped of their Indian names, a 

source of cultural pride and identity. Despite all the 

documented horrors, the book casts the school in a 

positive light through the eyes of the main charac- 

ter, Nannie Little Rose. The review contends that 
from a literary perspective, the book lacks consis- 
tency and logic; as a work of historical fiction, it has 
many factual errors; and as a work of multicultural 
literature, it lacks authenticity. For example, 
throughout the book Nannie Little Rose uses the 
phrase “my heart is on the ground” whenever she is 
sad or upset. In its original form this statement con- 
veys the strength and courage of Indian women, but 
in the context of the book, it trivializes the Indian 
belief system. Many other examples show how the 
book lacks historical accuracy and cultural authen- 
ticity and is replete with stereotypical language and 
treatment of girls and women. The review suggests 
that this book adds to the great body of misinforma- 
tion about Native life and epitomizes the lack of 
sensitivity and respect that has come to characterize 
the vast majority of children's books about Native 
Americans. (LP) 
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Identifiers—Education Economy Relationship 
This report identifies local factors that foster 

rural economic growth. A review of the literature 
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revealed potential indicators of county economic 
growth, and those indicators were then tested 
against data for nonmetro counties during the 1980s 
using multiple regression analysis. The principal 
variables examined included demographic and 
labor market factors, education levels and activity, 
local taxes and expenditures, transportation access, 
business and banking structure, amenities, relation- 
ship to metro areas, and economic base. Factors 
related to local and regional economic growth 
(improved county earnings) were attractiveness to 
retirees, right-to-work laws, excellent high school 
completion rates, good public education expendi- 
tures, and access to transportation networks. Fac- 
tors associated with poor earnings growth included 
high wage levels, high concentrations of transfer- 
payment recipients, high concentrations of small 
independent businesses in the goods-producing sec- 
tor, and high concentrations of African Americans. 
The mix of industries active in a county was also 
strongly associated with county earnings. In the 
1990s, nonmetro counties in general experienced 
greater real earnings growth, and some of the fac- 
tors associated with stronger or weaker growth may 
have become less powerful. (SV)

The Leadership Education Adventure Partner- 
ship (LEAP) is a program of For Love of Children 
in Washington, D.C., that aims to turn the lives of 
at-risk adolescents toward healthy development and 
a productive future. Beginning at age 10, LEAP 
involves youth in wilderness adventure activities 
that help them discover their strengths and develop 
confidence and problem-solving skills. Starting 
with a 2-week summer adventure camp experience, 
the program continues with reunion activities in the 
city throughout the year, pairs youth with mentors, 
and stays in touch with families. Each year as youth 
are invited back, they are offered greater challenges 
and greater responsibility. The LEAP model 
embodies the four basic philosophies of early inter- 
vention, experiential learning, a broad-based 
approach, and the value of the natural world. 
Although LEAP youth are among the highest-risk 
youth in the city, those who continued in the pro- 
gram for 3 years or more had a 5S percent dropout 
rate (compared to 50 percent citywide). This report 
provides an overview of LEAP philosophies and 
procedures, discusses the context for LEAP, dis- 
cusses results and the evaluation process, and pre- 
sents needs and possibilities for the future. It 
focuses on how LEAP and its key components, 
especially the adventure experiential methodology, 
have evolved and assesses what has been most 
effective and most worth replication. An appendix 
provides a site description, a program description, 
and assessment tools.

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Satisfaction, Skill Development, Tables (Data) 
Identifiers—* British Columbia 
This report examines the employment, further 
education, and satisfaction outcomes of Aboriginal 
and non-Aboriginal former students who attended 
public colleges and institutes in British Columbia 
(Canada). Data on 878 Aboriginal students and 
19,440 non-Aboriginal students were collected in 
1997, approximately 9 months after students com- 
pleted all or most of their program. Outcomes were 
compared for three program areas: arts and sci- 
ences, applied programs (those leading to employ- 
ment in a specific field), and adult basic education 
(ABE) programs (those providing education at the 
secondary level or lower). Compared to the non- 
Aboriginal sample, the Aboriginal sample included 
individuals who were about 4 years older (median 
age 29.9) and had a larger proportion of female stu- 
dents. Since fewer Aboriginal students (68 percent) 
had finished high school before enrolling in their 
postsecondary program, Aboriginal students were 
more likely than non-Aboriginal students to have 
participated in ABE programs or courses. Among 
the main survey findings were the following: (1) 
Aboriginal students emphasized job skills as the 
main reason for enrolling; (2) labor force participa- 
tion was 80 percent among Aboriginal former stu- 
dents and 86 percent among non-Aboriginal 
students; (3) 36 percent of Aboriginal and 43 per- 
cent of non-Aboriginal students went on to further 
education within 9 months of finishing their pro- 
gram; and (4) Aboriginal students were very satis- 
fied with the utility of their training in relationship 
to employment, with their skill development, and 
with teaching quality and instructor availability.

The two issues of Linking_Learning published in 

1999 update the education community and others 

regarding six migrant education technology 

projects funded by the U.S. Department of Educa- 
tion. The projects are the Anchor School Project, 

InTime (Integrating Technology into Migrant Edu- 

cation), MECHA, KMTP (Kentucky Migrant Tech- 

nology Project), ESTRELLA, and SYNERGY. 

These projects test the utility of technology to 

improve learning opportunities and life choices for 

students in migrant labor families. “Mentors and 

Mentees Meet on the Rio Grande” describes a spe- 

cial weekend event in which 17 migrant secondary 

school students and the college students who serve 
as their online mentors in the ESTRELLA project 
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attended workshops on mentoring and preparing for 
college. “Online Coursework Expanding as Projects 
Meet Needs” examines the use of online courses in 
ESTRELLA, KMTP, and InTime. “Families Make 
TV a Learning Asset” discusses InTime's delivery 
of Ready to Learn workshops for Oregon's migrant 
preschool children and their families via public 
television. Other articles include profiles of the six 
project webmasters; “Visual Learning Activities in 
ESTRELLA” (Jeri Kinser); “Kids in Space: 
Migrant Children Go to Space Camp” (Christy Cas- 
bon); “Kentucky Kids Explore and Learn” (on field 
trips to a zoo and a science center); and “MECHA 
Migrants Talk to Teachers Online.”

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This book details the history of Indian residential 
schooling in the Prince Albert region of 
Saskatchewan from the early 19th century to 1995 
Following a foreword by Grand Chief Alphonse 
Bird of the Prince Albert Grand Council, the book 
overviews the five distinct institutional periods of 
Indian residential schooling in Saskatchewan: (1) 
Presbyterian and Mission School and Emmanuel 
College (1867-1908); (2) St. Alban’s and All Saints 
Indian Residential Schools (1944-51); (3) Prince 
Albert Indian Residential School (1951-69); (4) 
Prince Albert Student Residence (1969-85); and (5) 
Prince Albert Indian Student Education Centre 
(1985-present). From the outset, Indian residential 
schooling in Saskatchewan was shaped by underly- 
ing political, economic, and cultural relations 
between First Nations and the representatives of 
church and state. The activities of early Christian 
missionaries who traveled to the Canadian West and 
North were guided by what they believed to be the 
spiritual and social needs of Aboriginal peoples. 
Within this framework, Indian residential schooling 
was engineered, first and foremost, to advance cul- 
tural assimilation. Although they had quite different 
aspirations for their children, Indian communities 
did not deny the possible utility of a formal educa- 
tion. The efforts of Indian leaders to take over resi- 
dential schooling in Prince Albert were undertaken 
in the absence of support by federal officials for the 
principles of Indian control of Indian education or 
for Indian parents’ rights to determine what was 
best for their children. The book attributes the sur- 
vival, development, and success of the Prince 
Albert Indian Student Education Centre to the peo- 
ple of the Prince Albert Grand Council. (Contains a 
bibliography, index, photographs, and chapter 
notes.)

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Identifiers—*Colorado 
A survey of 105 rural school superintendents in 
Colorado investigated areas significant to success 
in and satisfaction with the superintendency in rural 
school districts. These areas included school dis- 
trict background, perceptions of the rural superin- 
tendency, future plans of respondents, governance 
issues, board-superintendent relations, external 
support, personal management issues, policy 
issues, and financial support. The average age of 
respondents was 51; 84 percent were male; the aver- 
age experience as a superintendent was 9.3 years; 
and the average number of superintendent positions 
held was 1.6. Half the school districts served fewer 
than 744 students. Forty-one percent of students in 
the school districts received free or reduced-price 
lunch. Results indicate that respondents were 
highly satisfied with their jobs, but were less satis- 
fied with their compensation package; expressed 
satisfaction with the level of decision-making 
authority available to them; and indicated good sup- 
port for public education from parents, the commu- 
nity, and local media. However, one-third of 
respondents indicated that they were considering a 
career change in the next 3 years. When asked about 
boards of education, 76 percent of respondents were 
highly satisfied with their relationship with the 
board, and 86 percent were highly satisfied with the 
collaborative effort between the board and the 
superintendent. The majority of respondents 
expressed concern about the shrinking number of 
applicants for vacant teaching positions, but were 
enthusiastic about the dedication and quality of 
school personnel. An overwhelming number 
expressed dissatisfaction with the state charter 
school law. Respondents were also dissatisfied with 
the interdistrict choice program and the amount of 
time spent on mandatory testing. (LP)

This report describes and evaluates the Raven 

School, a charter school established in 1998 to 

serve adjudicated youths ages 16 to 18. The school 

is administered by the Gulf Coast Trades Center, a 

private nonprofit organization located in the Sam 

Houston National Forest in rural Texas. In addition 

to academics and GED preparation, other program 

components include life skills, employability skills, 

and vocational training programs. During the last 6 

weeks of their program, students are encouraged to 

participate in work experience programs with local 
and area nonprofit organizations. Other services 
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include recreational activities, health services, sub- 
stance abuse counseling and education, and job 
placement services. The second half of the report 
evaluates partnerships of cooperation, coordina- 
tion, and collaboration between the school and state 
and local agencies. Interviews with staff, volun- 
teers, job site supervisors, and students indicate the 
importance of these partnerships in contributing to 
the success of the school. As a result of these part- 
nerships, the school is provided with valuable 
resources or funding in exchange for volunteer ser- 
vices from students. Additional data from student 
exit interviews, recidivism rates, and percentage of 
students passing the GED substantiate conclusions 
drawn from the interviews. Appendices include an 
overview of the history of the Gulf Coast Trades 
Center, interview questions, and the student exit 
interview.

This report examines the challenges facing young 

people living in rural Australia in relation to their 

health and well-being and explores the relevance of 
personal resilience to offset these challenges. Spe- 
cifically, the report synthesizes the literature on 
rural Australian youth and the results of focus 
groups undertaken in five rural communities. In 
general, the findings of the focus groups tend to 
confirm the results of the literature review. Some 
young people were positive about living in the 
country, especially with regard to availability of 
sports activities. Others, especially in towns that 
had experienced population loss as a result of 
unemployment, were negative about their futures 

Structural challenges affecting rural youth include 

lack of transportation, health and community ser- 

vices, public housing, and educational and employ- 
ment opportunities. Social and cultural challenges 
include gender issues, the high suicide rate among 

Australia’s rural youth, social isolation, and social 

division. The health and well-being of Aboriginal 

youth is especially in jeopardy. Resilience-based 
strategies offer a politically and socially acceptable 
approach for schools and communities to address 
specific health and education issues. Community 
strategies for policy development include recogniz- 
ing the needs of young people living in low-density 
areas; the importance of community involvement: 
promoting agency collaboration; accounting for 
local diversity and specific needs: and gauging the 
sustainability of programs. The report also identi- 
fies areas for additional research, specific recom- 
mendations for schools and _ interagency 
collaboration, and examples of community pro- 
grams geared toward rural youth and the develop-

In this autobiography, Lori Arviso Alvord 

describes her journey to become the first Navajo 
woman surgeon and her realization of the benefits 
of Navajo philosophy to the healing process. Raised 
on the Navajo reservation by a White mother and a 
Navajo father and grandmother, Alvord learned to 
walk in two worlds. Encouraged to get an educa- 
tion, she was accepted at Dartmouth, which has an 
historic mission to educate Native Americans and a 
strong Native community. A summer job as a medi- 
cal research assistant led her eventually to Stanford 
Medical School, where Navajo cultural values and 
beliefs such as humble behavior and taboos about 
death presented obstacles to success. Aided by 
Stanford's commitment to increasing the number of 
women in its surgery program and by the mentor- 
ship of a Native surgeon, Alvord completed surgical 
training and returned home to work for the Indian 
Health Service. She quickly recognized the lack of 
understanding between Native patients and the 
mostly non-Native doctors. In addition, a number of 
incidents revealed how health and healing were 
affected by patient beliefs and by the emotions and 
attitudes of both patient and physician. The key lies 
in the Navajo philosophy of “walking in beauty,” 
living a balanced and harmonious life connected to 
all the components of one's world. Alvord discusses 
her efforts to find that balance, both in her personal 
life and as a surgeon, and what such a philosophy 
could bring to Western medicine. (Contains a short 
bibliography and a Navajo glossary.)

Among the many outside influences on Appala- 

chian culture in the late 19th-early 20th centuries 

were reformers and educators, many of them 
women who came to the mountains to work as 
teachers, settlement workers, and nurses. This 
paper focuses on settlement schools in eastern Ken- 
tucky as the locus of interaction between reformers 
and mountain women. It addresses P. Pascoe's the- 
ory of reform work as “rescue” operations and ques- 
tions whether mountain settlements were successful 
as rescue missions for Appalachian women and 
children. As in urban settlements of the Progressive 
Era, mountain settlements concentrated on provid- 
ing Christian, morally uplifting environments, and 
aimed to establish the mother as the moral authority 
in the family. The isolated region was seen as rela- 
tively untouched by “corrupting” outside influences 
and, therefore, ideal for carrying out systematic cul- 
tural intervention. College educated women from 
the East found a sense of purpose in the settlement 
schools: to educate and enlighten the backward 
mountain people by teaching them moral values, 
proper nutrition and health care, sanitary house- 
keeping practices, and community values. Wel- 
comed and respected by their communities, the 
teachers and staff found a viable alternative to mar- 
riage and motherhood. Unquestionably, the settle- 
ment workers brought improvements to the region, 
but their Victorian ideology prevented them from 
challenging the patriarchal power structure; con- 
fronting the realities of exploitative, outside eco- 
nomic forces; or empowering the people, especially 
women, to deal with the challenges of the future.

Since its creation in 1991, the Peruvian Social 

Fund (FONCODES) has spent about $570 million 

funding micro-projects throughout the country. 

Many of these projects have involved the construc- 

tion and renovation of school facilities, mainly pri- 

mary schools in rural areas. FONCODES projects 
are driven by community demand and targeted 
using an index of “unmet basic needs.” This paper 
analyzes the targeting and impact of FONCODES 

investments in the education sector between 1992 

and 1998 focusing on the extent to which FON- 

CODES has been successful in transferring 

resources to poor areas and households, and the 

impact of investments in school facilities on various 
educational measures. Data from FONCODES doc- 
uments, the Peruvian census, and three national sur- 
veys were analyzed using a number of descriptive 
and econometric techniques.

This paper examines whether children sent to 
work in rural Bangladesh are caught in a “poverty 
trap,” with the extra income from child labor com- 
ing at the expense of the children's longer-term 
prospects of escaping poverty through education 
The poverty trap argument depends on children's 
work being substitutable for schooling. Casual 
observations and descriptive statistics from surveys 
seem to offer little support for the argument. Bang- 
ladesh's Food-for-Education program is targeted at 
poor rural families and offers a food stipend in 
exchange for children's school attendance (at least 
85 percent of classes each month). The stipend has a 
value considerably less than the mean child wage, 
yet was enough to ensure nearly full attendance 
among participants. The enrollment subsidy also 
reduced the incidence of child labor, but that effect 
accounted for only a small proportion of the 
increase in school enrollment. The reduction in the 
incidence of child labor represented about one- 
quarter of the increase of boys’ enrollment rate and 
about one-eighth of the increase of girls’ enrollment 
rate. The findings do net address whether work dis- 
places other student activities such as doing home- 
work or attending after-school tutorials, nor 
whether work provides other welfare losses or 
gains. Nevertheless, the results do question the 
common view that child labor is a major factor in 
perpetuating poverty in Bangladesh.

Developing countries have been expanding edu- 

cational enrollments, especially at the lower levels 
But for any given level of efficiency, increased 
enrollments require increased resources to maintain 
quality. This paper explores the negative impact of 
enrollment expansion on school conditions and 
learning, using a cross-district time series analysis 
of Tamil Nadu, India. In the past two decades, the 
Tamil Nadu government has adopted numerous 
measures to increase enrollments: setting up a pri 
mary school in every village with more than 1,000 
inhabitants (recently lowering that threshold to 
500); providing free lunches, uniforms, and books: 
and offering incentives to encourage girls’ school- 
ing.

The relationship between household wealth and 
educational enrollment of children can be estimated 
without expenditure data. A method for doing this 
uses an index based on household asset ownership 
indicators. To estimate the relationship between 
household wealth in India and the probability that a 
child aged 6-14 would be enrolled in school, data 
were drawn from the National Family Health Sur- 
vey. However, this survey measured neither house- 
hold income nor consumption expenditures.

On average, a child 
from a wealthy household (top 20 percent of the 
asset index) was 31 percent more likely to be 
enrolled in school than a child from a poor house- 
hold (bottom 40 percent). Varying across states, the 
wealth gap was 5-43 percentage points for all areas 
and 4-53 points for rural areas.

This paper measures the effects on student out- 

comes of decentralizing educational responsibility 

to communities and schools. In El Salvador, com- 
munity-managed schools emerged during the 1980s 
when public schools could not be extended to rural 
areas because of the country’s civil war. In 1991, El 
Salvador's Ministry of Education decided to draw 
on this prototype to expand preprimary and primary 
education in rural areas through the EDUCO pro- 
gram (Educacion con Participacion de la Comu- 
nidad). The present EDUCO schools are each 
managed autonomously by a community education 
association elected from among the parents of stu- 
dents. The associations take a central role in admin- 
istration and management. They are also 
responsible for contracting teachers and maintain- 
ing schools. Drawing on a national survey of 
schools, 38 EDUCO schools and 154 traditional 
rural schools were compared for third-graders’ 
achievement on standardized tests of mathematics, 
language and school days missed due to teacher 
absence. Analysis controlled for student character- 
istics and selection bias, using an exogenously- 
determined formula for targeting EDUCO schools 
as an instrumental variable. Findings indicate that 
the rapid expansion of rural schools through 
EDUCO has not adversely affected student achieve- 


ment yet has diminished student absences due to 
teacher absences. It was concluded however that 
this expansion may have effects on achievement 
long-term.

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Assessment of welfare gains from a targeted 
social program can be seriously biased unless the 
endogeneity of program participation is addressed. 
Bias comes from two sources of placement endoge- 
neity: the purposive targeting of geographic areas, 
and the targeting of individual recipients within 
selected areas. Partial decentralization of program 
placement decisions is common, but the center 
often retains control of broad geographic targeting. 
This paper argues that partial decentralization of 
program placement decisions creates control and 
instrumental variables useful for identifying pro- 
gram benefits. The center's allocation to a local 
level of government is presumably based on observ- 
able indicators. The central allocation will also 
influence allocation to individuals but is unlikely to 
determine individual outcomes conditional on indi- 
vidual program participation. With controls for the 
welfare-relevant geographic characteristics deter- 
mining program placement decisions, the center's 
allocation across areas can be used as an instrumen- 
tal variable for individual participation. This 
approach is illustrated with Bangladesh's Food for 
Education program, which provides a food stipend 
to poor, primarily rural families in exchange for 
their children's school attendance. A single post- 
intervention cross-sectional household survey iden- 
tified program impact on attendance, using village- 
level placement as an instrument for individual 
placement. A detailed community survey, coordi- 
nated with the household survey, controlled for 
sources of heterogeneity in geographic influences 
on attendance. The program had a sizeable impact 
on school attendance and was greatly underesti- 
mated by a regression estimator that ignored the 
purposive program placement.

This paper examines whether an_ illiterate 

worker's earnings are affected by the literacy of 


other members of the household. Theory suggests 
that a member of a collective-action household may 
or may not share knowledge with others in the 
household. Shared income gains from shared 
knowledge may well be offset by a shift in the bal- 
ance of power within the family. To determine 
whether literate persons share the benefits of liter- 
acy with other household members in practice, data 
on urban males and on rural males and all females 
with primary earnings from the nonagricultural sec- 
tor were drawn from Bangladesh's 1995-96 the 
Household Expenditure Survey for Bangladesh, 
1995-96. For both married and unmarried illiterate 
working women, living in a literate household 
greatly increased earnings. However, illiterate 
women's labor force participation was decreased in 
a literate household. Illiterate males, in both urban 
and rural nonfarm sectors, benefitted from living in 
a literate household but their increase in earnings 
was much smaller than those of women and became 
insignificant among unmarried men. The findings 
suggest that illiterate females are better able to 
absorb the benefits of literacy than are illiterate 
males.

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A 3-year study of educational reform in rural 
Alaska centered around case studies in seven rural 
communities and school districts serving primarily 
Eskimo and American Indian students. Each com- 
munity had embarked on a reform process called 
Alaska Onward to Excellence (AOTE) that strove to 
create educational partnerships between schools 
and their communities. The study examined how 
educational partnerships were formed and sustained 
and how they ultimately benefited Alaska Native 
students. A focal point was the nature of systemic 
change, which in rural Alaska means to fully inte- 
grate the indigenous knowledge system and the for- 
mal education system. Major findings that emerged 
from a cross-case analysis of the case studies were 
categorized into six themes: (1) sustained long-term 
reform; (2) strong and consistent leadership; (3) 
personal relationships between school personnel 
and community; (4) educational partnerships; (5) 
rural schools and communities; and (6) educational 
goals.

As a partic- 
ipant in Alaska Onward to Excellence (AOTE), a 
district-driven reform process implemented around 
the state, the Quinhagak community leadership 
team developed an AOTE action plan that encom- 
passed 10 statements of values and beliefs, a mis- 
sion statement, and one student learning goal of 
communicating more effectively in Yup'ik. With 
that, the team decided upon two areas of study: (1) 
community involvement in schooling decisions and 
(2) the contribution of Yup'ik proficiency to overall 
student achievement.

As part of a larger study of systemic educational 

reform in rural Alaska, this case study examines 

reform efforts underway in New Stuyahok, a com- 
munity of 440 people in southwestern Alaska. The 

population is almost entirely Yup'ik Eskimo. The K- 

12 school enrolls about 150 students. In 1992, 

Alaska Onward to Excellence (AOTE) established 

district and village leadership teams that began the 

process of bridging the gap between school and 
community. Through a collaborative approach to 
planning, the school and community established 
two major goals: postsecondary success and 
increased bilingualism. A 1995 action plan sought 
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to increase community involvement in the AOTE 
process, the use of community instructors, village 
pride in Yup'ik culture and language, and integra- 
tion of community culture in the school. The bilin- 
gual education program was also targeted for 
improvement. From 1993 to the present, student 
achievement has shown a positive trend, with 
improvements in postsecondary attendance, stan- 
dardized test scores, and writing assessments. How- 
ever, increased student proficiency in and use of 
Yup'ik remains an unmet goal. A major problem is 
high teacher turnover, which works against building 
a stable school culture or maintaining reforms. Rec- 
ommendations are offered in the areas of site-based 
decision making, training for leadership teams, 
integration of Yup'ik cultural knowledge, teacher 
education, and state policy.

Focus- 
ing on families with children, this report presents 
current evidence on hunger and food insecurity, 
identifies problematic aspects of major poverty pro- 
grams and systemic economic forces increasing 
inequality, and offers a comprehensive policy 
framework to address the problem.

The questionnaire is distrib- 
uted to them through the cooperation of the Gradu- 
ate Deans to persons as they are completing their 
doctorate. The data for a given year include all doc- 
torates awarded in the 12-month period ending on 
June 30 of that year. These tables present detailed 
data on (S&E) doctorates recipients, with some 
totals provided for broad non-S&E fields. Detailed 
data on non-S&E fields are published in the Sum- 
mary Report and by other Federal sponsors of the 
Survey of Earned Doctorates. The groupings of 
field specialties into broad fields may differ among 
the sponsoring agencies according to their mis- 
sions. Approximately 92 percent of the annual 
cohort of doctorate recipients in 1998 responded to 
the questionnaire. Over the decade, though, the 
response rate ranged from 93 percent in 1988, then 
increased to 95 percent in 1994, then declined to 92 
percent in 1997.

Certification is the process by which a nongovern- 
mental agency or association bestows professional 
recognition to an individual who has met predeter- 
mined qualifications specified by that agency or 
association. This Digest describes the accreditation 
process of the National Council for Accreditation of 
Teacher Education and the Teacher Education 
Accreditation Council; the certification process of 
the National Board for Professional Teaching Stan- 
dards; and the licensing process of both the Inter- 
state New Teacher Assessment Support Consortium 
and the Interstate School Leaders Licensure Con- 
sortium.

The behavior 
contract let the student continue participating while 
outlining specific expectations for him, his mother, 
and the instructor. Breaching the contract could 
result in penalties such as losing rank, suspension, 
or expulsion. When honored, the contract would let 
him be promoted to the next belt and earn the 
respect of his instructors, parent, and classmates 
The teacher presented the contract to the student 
and his mother; the student read it aloud; then all 
three signed it. The mother agreed to post it on their 
refrigerator to help him remember the agreement 
After signing the contract, the student's positive 
attitude and behavior increased significantly in 
class, at home, and in school. He made progress 
toward higher level belts, and he became a responsi- 
ble member of the class. Behavior contracts can be 
effective both inside and outside of academic class- 
rooms because they offer structured guidelines for 
the student and expected behaviors and conse- 
quences for undesired actions. A copy of the behav- 
ior contract is appended.

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Role, Teacher Competencies, Teacher Qualifi- 
cations, Teacher Role 
Recent studies suggest that less than half of the 
nation’s teacher preparation institutions require stu- 
dents to design and deliver instruction using tech- 
nology, and even fewer require technology use 
during student teaching. The School Technology 
and Readiness (STaR) Chart for schools, colleges, 
and departments of education (SCDEs) was 
designed to address the lack of technology pre- 
paredness in today's teacher education programs 
The Teacher Preparation STaR Chart was developed 
with the assistance of a wide group of stakeholders, 
including deans, faculty members, students, super- 
intendents, educators, and business community 
members. It offers individual SCDEs an explicit 
tool for determining their current standing and

factors for the integration of technology in all 
aspects of teacher preparation. Section | of this 
document sets the context for using the Teacher 
Preparation STaR Chart. Section 2 explains how to 
use this self-assessment tool, presenting a call for 
action.

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Identifiers—Teacher Knowledge 
Teacher inservice training is critical to the con- 

tinual development of effective classroom instruc- 
tion. Professionals who consistently improve their 
instruction positively impact student performance. 
Many inservice training sessions use formats that 
are not conducive to effective adult learning. Good 
training uses flexible formats, job-applicable con- 
tent, individualized learner outcomes, and small 
group instruction. However, most workshops are 
run in large groups and allow little flexibility in for- 
mat or learner outcomes.

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The tables in this report were prepared from data 

submitted by the 24 Maryland public school sys- 

tems in the fall of 1998. Salaries include annual pay 
for 10-, 11-, and 12-month full-time and part-time 
employees in the positions listed. All data reported 
reflect the conversion of part-time employees to 
full-time equivalents. The average (mean) salaries 
are computed by dividing the sum of the individu- 
als’ salaries by the sum of the full-time equivalent 
positions. The position types used in this report are 


based on definitions included in the Instructions for 
the Annual Staff Reporting, Maryland Public 
Schools, April 1997. Directors, coordinators, and 
supervisors include people in charge of instruc- 
tional and noninstructional salaries. Some of the 
results show that: the average Maryland principal 
salary increased approximately 3.5 percent, from 
$72,057 in 1997-98 to $74,605 in 1998-99; the 
average Maryland teacher salary increased approxi- 
mately 2.7 percent, from $41,404 in 1997-98 to 
$42,545 in 1998-99; the average salary for teachers 
increased in all six geographical regions of the 
state; and the highest average salary increases 
occurred for superintendents; associate, area, and 
assistant superintendents; and pupil personnel/ 
school social workers. (SM) 
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This study was designed to expand extant knowl- 
edge about factors that impact the job application 
decisions of experienced teachers. A total of 136 
experienced teachers, enrolled in graduate educa- 
tion courses at a large Midwestern university, role 
played the part of job applicants for an elementary 
teacher position. Participants rated four versions of 
a formal position advertisement varied with respect 
to attributes used to describe the job (intrinsic and 
extrinsic) and with respect to the order of the job 
description in the advertisement copy. The job 
description was placed either first or last in the 
advertisement copy. Findings indicated that experi- 
enced male teachers as applicants are attracted 
more by extrinsic job attributes placed last in 
recruitment advertisements, and females are 
attracted more by intrinsic job attributes placed first 
in recruitment advertisements. The results indicate 
that marketing theory is a useful framework for 
designing empirical investigations about educa- 
tional recruitment practices.

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This news brief presents information on manag- 

ing substitute teaching. The information is based on 

issues discussed at a summit meeting which 
included public school administrators and person- 
nel directors from around the nation. The main top- 
ics of concern focused around four core 
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components related to the management of substitute 
teaching: recruiting and retaining, screening, train- 
ing, and evaluating. Regarding recruitment and 
retention, non-monetary incentives tend to be more 
effective than monetary incentives. Screening 
involves prescreening, paper and pencil screening, 
interviewing, and background checks. Training is 
the backbone of a viable substitute teaching pro- 
gram and will alleviate many, if not most, problems 
associated with substitute teaching. Training falls 
into two categories: preservice and inservice. Eval- 
uation serves to assess the substitute teacher's per- 
formance and to determine the efficacy of a school's 
or district's recruiting, screening, and training pro- 
grams. Evaluation typically focuses on profession- 
alism, classroom skills, and interpersonal skills. 
(SM) 
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This qualitative study examined the degree to 
which a school principal, faculty, and community 
achieved shared decision making. Through faculty 
interviews, observations of meetings, and review of 
the school’s documentation of committee struc- 
tures, the study investigated strengths and weak- 
nesses in the decision-making process. First, 
participants defined shared decision making. Next, 
formal and informal structures which were in place 
to gather teacher input were examined. Participants 
noted the kinds of decisions that teachers wanted to 
make and those that they wanted administrators to 
make. Changes in the decision-making process over 
time were a focus of inquiry. The study examined 
how well the current decision-making process was 
working. Finally, administrators and staff members 
discussed how to improve the decision-making pro- 
cess. The school did not share a common definition 
of shared decision making. The way shared deci- 
sion making was defined by all stakeholders 
impacted the perception of how well processes were 
working. Results showed that there is a need to 
understand the levels of decision making, as well as 
which decisions will be shared and which ones will 
not. In this case, the teachers did not want to spend 
time meeting if they felt that their input was not 
going to be used. (Contains 24 references.) (SM) 
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This study assessed the personal values of a 
group of 17 kindergarten-age children. Children 
participated in a classroom discussion of heroes and 
heroines, then drew a picture of their heroes or her- 
oines. The researcher analyzed each child's artwork 
and determined the outstanding values represented 
by the hero or heroine. A parallel was drawn 
between the values of heroes and heroines and this 
group of children's developing values. The findings 
indicated that the children were learning concepts, 
values, and behaviors from television. Fourteen of 
the children drew pictures of characters who were 
involved in violent behavior such as fighting. Three

of the children identified heroes or heroines as role 
models with positive images and no evidence of 
negative behavior such as fighting. The study sug- 
gests that children’s artwork offers many insights 
into children's development of moral values. (Con- 
tains 18 references.) (SM) 
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This study investigated the way kindergarten 

classroom teachers delivered information to stu- 

dents to see if it affected the amount of information 
students could remember about the solar system. 

The study also examined whether this difference 

would be related to the degree of musical aptitude 

possessed by each student. The students were pre- 
tested on solar system facts; then the intervention 
began. The teacher in each of 16 kindergarten class- 
rooms presented information in either a speaking 
voice, a speaking voice with repetition, a chanting 
voice, or a singing voice to four groups of students. 
After the 20-day intervention, students completed 
the knowledge test again. Students also completed 
the Primary Measures of Music Audition to deter- 
mine their degree of musical aptitude. Data analysis 
indicated that the speaking with repetition group 
scored lower than the chanting and singing groups 
but significantly higher than the speaking alone 
group. The singing and chanting groups had similar 
scores. There was no correlation between students’ 

musical aptitude and their gain score. (Contains 11

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Teachers’ self-assessments provide one indica- 
tion of the extent to which preservice and on-the- 
job learning prepare teachers to meet the new 
demands of education. In 1998, 71 percent of public 
school teachers felt that they were very well pre- 
pared to maintain order and discipline in their class- 
rooms. Fewer teachers felt that they were very well 
prepared to meet certain instructional requirements, 
including implementing new teaching methods, 
implementing state or district curriculum and per- 
formance standards, and using student perfor- 
mance assessment techniques. Teachers were least 
likely to report feeling very well prepared to inte- 
grate educational technology into their teaching 
methods or to address the needs of students with 
disabilities or of students with limited English pro- 
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ficiency or from diverse cultural backgrounds 
Teachers who spent more than 8 hours in profes- 
sional development in the content area of a specific 
activity in the previous 12 months were generally 
more likely than other teachers to feel very well 
prepared in that area. The exception was the area in 
which teachers felt most prepared: maintaining 
order and discipline in the classroom. (SM) 
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This study used an ethnographic approach to ana- 
lyze data on the teacher as self in the high school 
social studies classroom, examining patterns in 
social studies pedagogy and how the teacher's self is 
manifested in global education classrooms. Data 
came from observation reports, interviews, and 
document analyses at three high schools. Teacher 
interviews examined their personal backgrounds, 
then focused on identity. The data showed a distinct 
pattern in social studies pedagogy in that the 
teacher's self was manifested in global education 
classrooms. Teacher identity categories included 
gender, occupation, religious background, family 
history, athletic background, ethnic identity, and 
travel. Teachers, in part due to their identities, 
taught differently, specifically with regard to how 
they selected content, the amount of time and 
emphasis placed on topics, and how they character- 
ized course content related to their identity. Ambi- 
guity about relativism and universalism was a 
consistent pattern found among most study partici- 
pants. The lack of clarity with regard to the 
teacher's beliefs about relativism in global educa- 
tion manifested itself in classrooms. Teachers either 
avoided or sensationalized controversial issues in 
global education classrooms, stemming from their 
personal discomfort with engaging judgments in the 
classroom in a reasoned, methodical manner. (Con- 
tains | | references.) (SM) 
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This study is a qualitative analysis and critique of 
the way culture is conceptualized in a collection of 
teacher educators’ stories of their personal experi- 
ences with cultural differences and their character- 
izations of multicultural education. The interpretive 
practices revealed in their writings suggest that they 
hold the concept of culture that predominates in the 
United States, that of a bounded entity belonging to 
groups and individuals. Teacher educators suggest 
that conflicts caused by differences among cultures 
are inevitable, but they argue that emphasizing their 
commonalities rather than their differences can 
moderate the tension. The researchers suggest ways 
of using ethnography as a teaching tool to illustrate 
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the concept of culture as interpretive practice. First, 
ethnographies allow teachers and students to see 
how culture is lived as people make and remake 
their worlds. Second, reading ethnographies helps 
people uncover presuppositions such as those 
examined in this paper.

and gender breakdown of central office and school- 
level professional personnel in Maryland local edu- 
cation agencies (LEAs) as of October 15, 1998.

(CLAST), a component of Florida's system of edu- 
cational accountability, is a lower-division college 
achievement test measuring student achievement of 
college-level communication and mathematics 
skills. Effective January 1996, students meeting 
certain requirements were exempt from the CLAST. 
This report provides information pertaining to the 
readiness of degree-seeking students to begin col- 
lege-level work in Florida, the attainment of 
CLAST skills by community college and university 
students who did not secure exemptions by virtue of 
academic achievement and other test results, and 
the attainment of CLAST by racial and ethnic 
groups.

(8) review and analyze program cost, implementa- 
tion, and effects data at least three times a year and 
develop intervention strategies to assist in problem 
areas; (9) produce a summative evaluation report 
each year; and (10) produce a confirmative evalua- 
tion report after 3 years of program implementa- 
tion.

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The purpose of this paper is to provide an in-

A 
domain-and-modality-general theory, referred to as 
the knowledge-schema theory of cognitive interest 
(KST), captures the underlying regularities of these 
specific hypotheses by positing learning via sche- 
matic enhancement and schematic modification as 
causes of interest. The predictions of the KST were 
tested with 63 undergraduates. It was expected that 
those who learned more from a target passage, as 
measured by improvement on a memory test, would 
rate the passage as more interesting than those who 
learned less. Participants demonstrated greater 
learning for concepts in the target passage that were 
more related to their knowledge-schema than for 
concepts less related to this schema. Participants 
also generally judged the paragraphs of the target 
passage that had led to greater schema enhancement 
as more interesting than the paragraphs that induced 
less schema enhancement. In addition, the amount 
of learning induced by the target passage did predict 
the degree to which a participant judged the passage 
as interesting. Findings provide support for the KST 
regarding the causes of cognitive interest. Three 
appendixes contain sample test questions for 
domain knowledge and target passages.

This paper contends that, at least for program evalu- 
ation, the focus of NHST and its recommended 
alternatives misses the target of what evaluators 
really need to know about a program's success: (1) 
how meaningful to the client the changes attribut- 
able to the program are; (2) how many participants 
actually achieved these changes; and (3) how prac- 
tical the program was. An approach is recom- 
mended that borrows from approaches used in the 
medical sciences to accumulate replicative evi- 
dence from repeated applications of the same pro- 
gram or from programs of a similar nature. This 
allows a defensible descriptive analysis of program 
effectiveness and efficiency. Taking a more descrip- 
tive approach means examining sustainable clinical 
improvement that results from the program. Using 
sustainable clinical improvement and the indica- 
tors of practical significance produces answers and 
makes statistical inference welcome, when war- 
ranted, but not necessary. (Contains 5 figures and 54 
references.)

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In the 1998-99 school year, the Arlington Heights 
School District 59 (Illinois) joined with the North 
Central Regional Educational Laboratory to evalu- 
ate the district's technology program, focusing on 
the impact of technology on engaged learning. The 
evaluation took place at a cluster of one junior high 
school and two of its feeder elementary schools 
Findings suggest that teachers usually focused on 
one technology tool at a time when the structure is 
already in place for using multiple applications to 
engage students.

Thirty-six 
regressions (6 content areas by 2 grades by 3 years) 
were developed, and the studentized residuals from 
each equation were retained for further analyses 
Composite variables were created as sums of resid- 
uals across grades and content areas. Results, which 
suggest moderate stability between the third and 
fifth grade residuals for each content area, indicate 
that is seems appropriate to aggregate MSPAP 
residuals across content areas to assess successful- 
ness at the school level. (SLD) 
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It is generally recognized that the home back- 
ground of students is important for their achieve- 
ment and progress through school, but obtaining 
accurate information is becoming increasingly dif- 
ficult. School-level indicators of socioeconomic 
status, although coarse, may consist of more than 
the sum of family backgrounds of students attend- 
ing the school. They add a “community” context, 
especially in state elementary schools that serve a 
defined local area. The usefulness of school-level 
data on poverty and ethnicity in predicting individ- 
ual achievement of students in the Advanced Pro- 
gram (program for the most academically able 
students) was tested for a school district in South 
Carolina. Although other school and individual 
indicators were considered, the major focus of this 
paper is the relationship of poverty of the total 
school, as measured by the proportion of students 
receiving free or reduced-price lunches, with the 
MAT7 basic skills reading and mathematics scores 
of 1,394 students in years 3 to 5. Analyses indicate 
that, at least in this situation, the use of aggregated 
school-level variables for poverty and ethnicity 
were as efficacious as similar student variables in 
predicting or explaining individual student achieve- 
ment in basic skill areas.

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The drastic actions that have been taken in the 

District of Columbia public schools offer many les- 

sons for those interested in urban school reform. In 

November 1996, the District of Columbia's feder- 

ally appointed financial control board took over the 

school system, firing the superintendent and replac- 
ing the elected school board with an appointed 

board of trustees. A retired Army general, Julius W. 

Becton, was brought in to run the schools. Sixteen 

months later, there was little to show for Becton's 

tenure, but his successor remained committed to 
following through on the get-tough approach. As in 
many other school systems, testing has been used 
for accountability purposes. Threats of summer 
school and teacher firings have created a tense 
atmosphere in the District of Columbia schools, and 
test preparation has become the primary focus. 
Local activists think that threatening and punitive 
measures are not contributing to school improve- 
ment in the District of Columbia. Instead, activists 
call for staff development, a counselor and social 
worker in every school, smaller class sizes, and 
books for every student.

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Among the signs of recovery in Washington, 

D.C. is a decline in the number of homeless families 

in shelters. However, the unemployment rate 

remains over 8% in the District of Columbia, and 
the reduction in shelter use is explained by a reduc- 
tion in shelter financing rather than a decreased 
need for shelters for homeless families. Interviews 
with 120 families with more than 300 children help 
explain the real dimensions of homelessness for 
children in the District of Columbia. In the city, 
homelessness is neither short-lived nor a singular 
occurrence for most homeless families. More than 
40% of those surveyed had been homeless more 
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than once. The children of these families experi- 
enced prolonged periods of academic instability. 
Multiple transfers and excessive absences place 
educational success out of reach for these children. 
The more chronic the family's homelessness, the 
worse the children's situation becomes. The multi- 
ple challenges faced by homeless families in the 
District suggest that welfare reform will have a pro- 
found impact on many homeless families in Wash- 
ington. Prospects such as these make today’s 
homeless children likely to become homeless 
adults.

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An analysis of data from a survey of more than 

100 parents residing in emergency shelter in San 

Diego, California, reveals a portrait of poverty that 

is prevalent among women and children in the 

United States today. Homeless families in San 

Diego, as in the rest of the country, are most often 

headed by women in their early thirties whose pros- 

pects for independence seem bleak. Only half have 

a high school diploma, and less than one-third have 

full-time jobs. Almost half of these families had 

already been homeless once before. The scarcity of 
shelter beds in San Diego forces families to sleep in 
motels, in shelter offices, and on lobby floors. Wel- 

fare rolls in San Diego have dropped roughly 18% 

since reforms were first implemented in January 

1998, and family homelessness has soared. Three 

times as many families sought shelter this year as in 

the previous year. An alarming number of homeless 
parents are reporting that their children are being 
placed in foster care because of welfare reform. 

Evidence from San Diego suggests that welfare 

reforms are placing children's lives in “limbo.”

“Milliken v. Bradley” in 1974 (Mil- 
liken I) was the first major metropolitan lawsuit to 
be ruled on by the Court. The opinions in this case 
revealed the emergence of two Supreme Court fac- 
tions with fundamental differences about liability 
and remedy. “Milliken” was the first major Court 
decision to limit, rather than expand, the scope of 
desegregation remedies. This case became the 
beginning of the termination of more than 500 
school desegregation decrees.

from research involving African American adoles-

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The Census Bureau estimates that more than two 
million children were missed in the 1990 Census, 
accounting for more than half the total net under- 
counted population. This undercount has financial 
implications because Census data are used to dis- 
tribute public funds. This paper provides detailed 
statistics related to the children missed in the 1990 
Census, and it highlights trends that will make it 
more difficult to obtain a complete count of children 
in the 2000 Census. Among the many reasons chil- 
dren are missed in the count is the uncertain living 
arrangements of many poor children. A child's 
“usual place of residence” may not be clear. Chil- 
dren missed in the Census are disproportionately 
minority children. In every population group except 
Hispanics, children are missed more often than 
adults.

A number of trends have 
been identified that will make the 2000 Census 
more difficult to conduct than the 1990 Census, and, 
unless special efforts are made, the undercount of 
children will be worse in 2000 than in 1990.

This project examined children’s academic per- 
formance and psychological well-being in rural 
communities affected by mass layoffs. In one study 
(Study A), school level data were compared from 
similar communities where worksite closing had or 
had not occurred. Study B explored risk and resil- 
iency processes in a sample of 55 rural Asian 
Pacific Island American children whose families 
were affected by the demise of a major sector of the 
local economy. Study C provided a qualitative view 
of changes in children's home and community expe- 
riences, parents’ and children’s visions for their 
future, and suggestions from parents, youth, and 
teachers about desirable forms of support for chil- 
dren in families affected by job loss. Results indi- 
cate little change in school-level indicators of 
student achievement and behavior during the lay- 
off and post lay-off years. However, when students 
were the unit of analysis, widespread difficulties 
were found in the areas of problem behavior, espe- 
cially internalizing behavior, and school atten- 
dance. Resilience in the face of job loss was 
predicted by: (1) effective coping strategies; (2) 
authoritative parenting; (3) social network support;

ERIC Bibliographic Database in Electronic Form 

















The Educational Resources Information 
Center (ERIC) has been responsible, since 
its inception, for creating a bibliographic 
database covering the significant literature 
in the field of education. The document and 
book literature (announced monthly in 
Resources in Education (RIE)) has been 
covered since 1966. The journal article 
literature (announced monthly in Current 
Index to Journals in Education (CIJE)) has 
been covered since 1969. The database 
through 1999 contains 951,770 records 
(1.085 gigabytes) and has a growth rate of 
over 30,000 records (about 35 megabytes) 
annually. 


The ERIC database is available in electronic 
form to organizations for a wide variety of 
applications, including to vendors or others 
offering value-added online services or CD- 
ROM products. 


Under authorization from the US. 
Department of Education, the ERIC 
database is provided in electronic form by 
the ERIC Processing and Reference Facility. 
The entire backfile (1966 to present) is 
available, as well as regular updates on a 
monthly or quarterly basis, to keep the 
database current. These data are offered at 
unusually low cost to encourage the widest 
possible dissemination. 


The basic RIE and CIE bibliographic files 
are available in the well-known “DIALOG B” 
format, as ASCII files with the data fully 
fielded and each field tagged. The individual 
variable length records include the complete 
ERIC “resume” (cataloging, indexing, and 
abstract or annotation) of each document or 
journal article announced. 


In addition to the basic bibliographic files, 
several peripheral files are also available: 


(1) Thesaurus of ERIC Descriptors (a 
controlled subject indexing vocabulary 
consisting of formally approved 
Descriptors); 


Identifier Authority List (IAL) (a 
semi-controlled list of additional subject 
content Identifiers, e.g., proper names, 
candidate Descriptors, etc.); 


Source Directory (an authority list of 
names of organizations that have 
prepared or sponsored documents 
processed by ERIC); 


ERIC Digests in Full Text (EDO). 
ERIC Digests are brief 2-3 page (about 
1500 word) documents on “hot topics”. 
The EDO file contains the full text of 
these documents appended to the 
regular ERIC bibliographic records for 
each item. 


The ERIC database files (RIE and CUE) may 
be purchased individually or together. 


Backfile orders, because of the large amount 
of data involved, are sent to the purchaser 
on either reel magnetic tape or DAT 
magnetic tape, as the purchaser prefers.
